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INTRODUCTION 

Dr. Butler’s atlas, which for a time filled the place in 
the series taken by this voliune, has only been Jaid 
aside in response to a demand for better maps, clearer 
in detalL The new maps are designed to lighten the 
search for tlie place-names and the landniarks they 
contain by a frrer spacLi^ and lettering of the towns, 
fortresses, harbours^ rivers and so forthj Likely to be 
needed by readers of the classical writers and the 
histories of Greece and Rome, The pages too have been 
sc arranged as to save the unfolding and refcldkig of 
each chart as it is used, while the range of snhjects 
has been notably extended in order to show the devdop- 
ment of the old sdenoe of geography^ and to illustrate 
the Wars and changes of frontier and rise and fall 
of states and empires. We begin with Oie voyage oi 
the Argonauts^ and the world of Homer, representing a 
Enrope on whose outer westerd rim these islands lay 
in Cimmerian darkness, with no western henrisphere 
of the future Americas beyond them. The eastern 
survey of Hcrodotns, and the Eratosthenes' map which 
ranges Irom Ultima Thnte in the far north to Arabia 
Deserta'and the'Indian Umits, cany .thit necnnl to the 
point where the live Contact between geography and 
ancient history occurs. If is seen in the voyage of 
Nearchns who sailed as for south-east ^ the mouth of 
the Indus in 325 b.cL; and Strabo and Ptolemy bring 
us to the partition of the old world at the beginning 
of the Christian era. It was in the library of Alexandria 
that Eratosthenes wrote the work which began the real 
mapping out of the globe with the lines of latitude and 
longitude. 

Turning to the more special maps we realise in that 
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of Grci^ 4 e, as f^fessor Eiuy baa^hown us^ how vitally 
its physical fea^tui^ affect^ its histoiy and Its place 
among the nations. We see how its ridged headland 
broken by a great sea liit, and how the he^hts of 
Olympus, Ossa and Pelion^ and those of Eabcea and 
the island chain beyond r and how again Epirus and the 
Peloponnesus gave the land Its mountain baniers. But 
finally it was the sea decided the £ate of the people;; they 
were fairly driven to seek their outlet and their defence 
in its waters- and the decisive factor was the JEgean, 
which became in a ^Mmse the Huid axis of Greek con¬ 
quest^ oonunerte and cplo-maj life. In the Same way* 
it is the map that makes us aware of the effect of 
position in the case of an old rival to Rome like Carthage^ 
The line-maps of the dties indude Syracuse, Thebes^ 
Babylon, Jemsalein, Tyre; nor is Pompeii, nor Troy* 
omitted; and among the battle-fields are hTajathon and 
Salamis, Isaus and Thetmopylas. 

From the page$ of Grolie and nf Gibbon, from 
Herodotus, Uvy, and C^aar, from Tacitus and from the 
Cyri^ptrdta, we draw the historic detail that converts the 
map into a Living document. Gibbon's account of the 
mo^f^ong of Italy under the Roman rule is a case In 
point. Before the Roman came, he wrote, " the country 
which is now called Lombardy was not considered as 
a part of Italy. It had been ocErupiod by a powerful 
colony of Gauls^ whOj setthng themselves along the 
banks of the Po, from Piedmont to Romagna, carriL^d 
their arms and diffused their name from the Alps to the 
Apennine. The Ligurians dwelt on the locky coast, 
wlilch now forms the republic of Cenna. Venice was 
yet unbom; but the territories of that state, which lie 
to the east of the Adige, w ere iuhabited by the Venetians, 
Tlje middle part of the peoifistila, that now composes 
the duchy of Tuscany and the ecclesiastical state^ was 
the nxLcient seat of the Etruscans and Umbrians; to the 
former of whom Itiily was mdebted fur the first rudiments 
of a dvUised life. The Tiber rnlled at the foot of the 
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^vcn liilk of Rdme, and the country of the SahineSp the 
Latins, and the Voisd, from that river to the frontiera 
of Naples, was the theatre of her infant victories. On 
that celebrated ground the first consals deserved 
trinmphSp their successors adorned villas^ and their 
posterity have erected convents. Capua and Campania 
possessed the immediate territcry of Naples; the rest 
of the Idngdoin was mhahited by many warlike nations^ 
the Sfarsip the Samnites, the ApulianSp and theLncanims; 
and the sea-coasts had been covered by the fiourUhing 
colonies of the Greeks. We may remark, that when 
Augustus divided Italy into eleven regions, the httlo 
province of Istria was annexed to that seat of Rnman 
sovereignty/^ 

We need but add that in the preparation of this 
Gassk^ Atlas and aid to ancient history, the expert 
services of Dr. Bartholomew have been of the gtentest 
essistancCj as in the modem atlases in Everyitiati*s 
Library. 
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HISTORICAL GAZETTEER 


ALEXANDRIA 

The Hellenic capital of Egypt, was Cotinded by 
Alexander the Great in 33a B.c. It stood ki lat. 
31* N,, long. 47* E. On tils voyage from Memphis 
to Canobus he was struck by the natural advantages 
of the little town of Rhacotis, on the north-eastern 
angle of the Lake Mareotis. The harbour of Rha- 
cotis, with the adjacent island of Pharos, had been 
bjom very remote ages the resort of Greek and 
Phrenkian sea-rovers, and in the former place the 
Pharaohs kept a permanent garrison. At Rhaedtis 
Alexander determined to construct the future 
capital of his western conquests. His architect 
Deinoctates was instructed to survey the harbour, 
and to draw out a plan of a military and commercial 
metropolis of the first rank. The ground-plan was 
traced by Alexander himself ; the building was como 
menced immediately, but the dty was not com¬ 
pleted untd the reign of the second monarch of the 
Lagid line, Ptolemy Philadelpbns, It continued fo 
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receive embeUighmcDt and extenainn from nearly 
every tnonarch oi that dynasty. The plan of 
Deincscrates was carried out by another architect, 
named CleomeriGs, of Naucratis. Ancient writers 
compare the general form of Alexandria to the 
cloak wom by Use Macedonian ca^^alry. It wns of 
an oblong figure, rounded at the S.E. and S.W. 
extremities* Its length from E. to W. was nearly 
4 milfis; its breadth from S. to N. nearly a mllej and 
its ciTcumference, according to Pliny, ivas about 
15 miles p The interior was laid out in parallelo¬ 
grams; the streets crossed one another at right 
angles, and were all wide enough to admit of both 
wheel carnages and foot-passengers* Two gfrnid 
tlioruughfares nearly bisected tiie city. They ran 
in straight lines to its four principal gatE^s, and each 
a pletlirum. or about 200 leet wide. The 
longest, 40 stadia in lengthp ran from the Canobic 
gate to that of the Necropolis [E.AV*) i the shorter, 
7-8 stadia in length, extended from the Gate of 
the Sun to the Gate ol the Moon On its 

northern side Alexandria was bounded by the sea, 
soniK^timcs denominated the Egyptian Sea^ on the 
S, by the Lake of Marea or Maieotis; to the W. were 
the Necropolis and its numerous gardens; to the E, 
the Eleusmian road and the Great PUppodrome, 
The tongue of hmd upon which Alexandria stood 
was singularly adapted to a commercial city. The 
island of Pharos broke the force of the N. wind, and 
of the occasional high floods of the Mediterraueau.

The headland of Lochias sheltered its harbours to 
the E.; the Lake Mareotis was both a wet-dock and 
the general haven of the inland navigation of the 
Nile valleVj while various other canals connected 
the lake with the Deltaic branches of the river. 
The springs of Rhacotis were few and brackish; 
hut an aqueduct conveyed the Nile water into the 
southern section of the city, and tanks, many of 
which are still in use, distributed fresh water to 
both public and private edifices. The soil, partly 
sandy and portly calcareous, rendered drainage 
nearly stiperSuous. Tlic fogs whidi periodically' 
linger on the shores of Cyrene and Egypt were dis¬ 
persed by the north w'inds which, in the summer 
season, ventilate the Delta; wlUle the salubrious 
atmosphere for which Alexandria was celebrated 
was directly favoured by the Lake Mareotis, whose 
bed was onnuahy filled from the Nile, and the 
miasma incident to lagoons scattered by the re- 
gnlar infiux of its puri^dng floods. The inclination 
of the streets from E. to W. concurred with these 
causes to render Alexandria healthy; since it broke 
the force of the Etesian or northern breezes, and 
diffused an equable temperature over the cit\% 
Nor were its niilit,ary less striking than its com- 
raercial advantages. Its harbours were sufficiently 
capaclons to admit of large fleets, and sufficiently 
contracted at their entrance to be defended by 
booms and chains, A number of small islands 
around the Pharos and the harbours were occupied 
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with forts, (md the approach from the N* was 
further secured by the diBBcidty of navigating 
among the limestone reefs and mttd-banks which 
front the mouth of the Nile. 

We sliali first describe the harboiir'line, and next 
the interior of the city. 

The harhour-Une eommericed from the E. yviih 
the peninsiilar strip Lochias^ which terminated sea¬ 
ward in a fort called Acro-Lochias, the modem 
Pkmiiion. The mills of a pier on the eastern side 
o£ it ni^Lrk an ancient landing-place^ probably be¬ 
longing to the Palace which, with its groves and 
gardensj occupied this peninsula. Like aU the 
principal buildings of Alexandria, it commanded a 
vip? of the bay and the Pharos. Tiie Lochias 
fofeicd^ with the islet of Antirhodus, tlie Closed or 
Royal Port^ which was kept exclusively for the 
kingWalleys, and aiotind the head of which w ere tlie 
RoyaX Dockyards, W. of the Closed Port was the * 
Poseid«jn or Temple of Neptune, where embarking 
and retiming mariners registered thdr vows. The 
northern point of this temple was called the Tiniu- 
niiim, w^^ither the defeatiid triumvir M. Antomus 
retired after his flight from Actium in 31 B.c, 
Between iWhias and the Great Mole w^as the Greater 
Harbour, sffid on the w^estem side of the Mole was 
the Eunosii^ or Haven of Happy Return^ c^on- 
neoted by the basin with the canal that led, by 
one arm* to the Lake Maxeotis, and by the otlier 
to the Canobio arm of the Nile^ The Eunostus 
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fronted the quarter of the city called Rhaedtis. It 
was less ditUciilt of access than the Greater Har¬ 
bour, as the reefs and shoals lie principalJy N.E, of 
the Pharos. Its modem name is the Old Port, 
From the Peiseideon to the Mole the shore was 
lined with dockyards and waichousesj upon whose 
broad granite quays ships discharged their lading 
without the intervention of boats. On the western 
hom of the Eunostus were public granaries. 

Fronting the city, and sbehering both its har¬ 
bours, lay the long narrow island o[ Pharos, it wa*^ 
a daj^^ding white calcareous rock, about a mde from 
Alexandria, and 150 stadia from the Canobic mouth 
of the Nile. At its enstem point stood the far- 
famed lighthouse, the work of Sostratus of Cnidus, 
and, nearer the Heptastadium, was a temple of 
Phtah or Heph^stns. The Pharos was begun by 
Ptolemy Soter, but completed by his successorp ami 
dedicated by him to " the gods Soteres/' or Soter 
and Berenice, his parents. It consisted of several 
slorieSp und said to have been 400 feet in heights 
The old lighthouse of Alexandria still occupies 
the site of its ancient predecessor, A deqj bay 
on the northern side of tlie island was called the 
Pira.tes' Haven/' from its havmg been an early 
place of refuge for Carian and Samian mariners. 
The Pharos was connected with the mainland by 
an artificid mound or causeway^ called, from its 
lengthj the Heptastadinm. Tliere ^vere two breaks 
in the Mole to let the water flow through^ and pre- 
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vent the acctnxinlatioa of silt; over these passages 
bridges were laid, which could be raised up at need. 
The temple of Hephaestus on Pharos stood at one 
extremity of the Mole, and the Cate of the Moon on 
the mainland at the other. 

Inferior 0/ the City .—Alexandria was divided into 
three regions: (i) The Regio JndtEorum. (a) The 
Bmeheium or Fynicheiunii the Royal or Greek 
Quarter. (3) The Rhaedtis or Egyptian Quarter. 
This division corresponded to the three original 
constituents of the Alexandrian population. After 
31 H.c, the Romans added a fourth element^ but 
this was principally military and fmancial^ and 
coniined to the Bnichcinm. 

1. Regio Jud^eorum^ or Jews^ Quarter^ occupied 

the K.E. angle of the city, and w^ encompassed by 
the sea, the city w^alls, and the Bmeheium. Like 
the Jewry of modern European it had walls 

and gates of its own, wlikb were at times highly 
necessary for its security, since between the 
Alexandrian Greeks and Jew^s irequent hostilities 
raged* 

2. Brueheium, or PyrHckeiumi the Roy^ or 
Greek Qu^irterj was bounded to the S. and E. by 
the city walls^ N. by the Greater Harbour* and W. 
by the region Rhaefitis and the main street which 
connected the Gate of the Sun with that of the 
Moon and the Heptastadiiim. It was also sur- 
roimded by its own walb, and was the quarter in 
w^hich C^sar defended himself against the Alexan- 
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drians. The Bruchcium was bitted by the High 
Street p which ran the CanDbic Gate to the 

Necropolis, and was supplied with water from 
the Nile by a tunnel or aqueduct, which entered the 
city on the S., and passed a little to the W, ol the 
GymnEusium. This was the quarter of the Alexan¬ 
drians proper, or Hellenic citizens, the Royal Resi¬ 
dence, and the distiict in which were contained the 
most conspicuous of the public buildings. It was 
soTTiuth adorned and extended by the later Ptolemies 
that it eventually occupied one-iifth of the entire 
city. IL contained the follomng remarkable cdifices. 
On the LcKhiaSp the Palace oi the Ftoleinics, with 
the smaller palaces appropriated to their children 
and the adjacent gardens and groves. The far- 
famed Library and Museum, with its Theatre for 
lectures and public assembliesp connected with one 
another and with the pedaces by long colonnades of 
the most costly marble from the Egyptian quarries, 
and adorned with obelisks and splmjxes taken 
from the Pharaonic cities. The Library contained, 
according to one account, yoo^ooo volumes, accord¬ 
ing to another 4O0pD00' part, however^ of this 
unrivalled collection w^as lodged in the temple of 
SerapiSp in the quarter Rhaedtis. Here were de* 
posited the 200fiQo volumes coUected by the kings 
of Pergamtis, and presented by M* Antonins to 
Cleopatra, It suffered severely by fire when Julius 
Caesar was besieged in Alexandria, and was finally 
destroyed by Amron, the lieutenant of the Caliph 
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Omar, A.D. 651- The ^ci!eeded the once 

renowned college of Heliopolis as the University of 
Egypt. It contained a great hall or banqueting 
room* where tlie professors dined in common; an 
exterior peristyle, or coiridor, for exercise and 
ambulatory lectures; and a theatre where public 
disputations and scholastic festivals were held. 

In the Brucheium also stood the Caesarium, or 
Temple of the Caesars, where divine honours were 
paid to the emperors, deceased or living. Near 
ilm site of the C^sarium is a tower perhaps not in¬ 
appropriately niiiiMed the Tower of the Komans." 
Proceeding westward, we come to the public 
granaries and tlie Mausoleum of the PtoleTni*?n 
which,, from its coutaining the body of Alexander 
the Great, was denominated In thb 

quarter also the High Court of Justice, in 
wdiich^ under the Ptolemies, the senate assembletl 
and discharged such magisteriai duties as a nearly 
despotic government allowed to them, and where 
aftt^rwaids the Roman Juridicus held his court. A 
stadium, a gj^mnasimu, a palestra, and an amphi¬ 
theatre, provided exercise and amusement lor tlie 
spectacle-loving Alexandrians. The Arsinoeum, on 
the western side of the Bnichcium, w as a monument 
mised by Ptolem5" Philadelphus to the memtjiy of 
his favourite sister Arsino^; and the Paniiun was a 
stone mound, or cone, with a spiral ascent on the 
outside, from whose summit was visible cvgi>' 
quarter of the city. The purpose of this structure 
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is. howEver, not ascertained. The edifices of the 
Bnicheium had b^eti ao arranged by Dcmucrates as 
to cflsnmand a prospect of the Great Harbour and 
ttw? Pliarc^. In its ccntri? was a spadotJS square, 
surrounded by cloisters and flanked to the N. by 
the quays—the Emporium, or Alexandrian Ei:- 
change. Hitherp for nearly eight centuries* ever>^ 
nation of the civilised world sent its representa¬ 
tives. Alexandria had inherited the commerce ol 
both Tyre and Carthage, and cofliXted in tliis area 
the traflSc and speculntiou of three contmeats. 

3, The Rkac£ih, or Eg5Tjtian Quarter* occupieii 
the ^ite of the ancient Khacdtb. Its piiucipaJ 
buildings were granaries along the western arm ol 
thcciboius or basin p a stadium, and tljc Temple of 
Serapb* The Serapeian was erected by the first or 
second of the Ptolemies. The image of the god, 
which was of wood, was* according to CleriitrnSp en¬ 
closed or plated over with layers of every kind ol 
metid and precious stones: it scans also, dthtr 
from the smoke of incense or from varnish, to have 
been of a black colour. Its origin and import arc 
doubtluT. The Alexandria which the Arabs be¬ 
sieged was nearly identkol wUh the Rhaedtis. It 
had sufiered many calamities both Iroro civil feud 
and from foreign war* Its Serapeion was twice 
consumed by fire^ once in the reign of Mwreus 
Aurdius* and again in that of Commodus. But 
this district survived both the Regie Jnd<£erum and 
the Brueheium. 
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Of the remarkable beauty of Alexaiidria, we have 
the testimony of numerous writers who saw it in Sts 
primCp Its dilapidation was the effect mi of time, 
but oi the hand of man. Its dry atmosphere pre¬ 
served, for centuries after their erect iou^ the sharp 
outline and gay colours of its buildiiigsi and when 
in A.D. 120 the Emperor Hadrian surveyed Alexan- 
dria, he behdd almost the virgin city of thePtolemies. 

ARBELA 

A town of Eastern Adiabene, one of the provinces 
of Assyria, between the Lycos and the Capms, 
Arbela has been celebrated as the scene of the last 
conflict between Darius and Alexander the Great. 
The battle* however* really took place near the 
village of Gaugamelnp on the hanks of tlit Bumodus* 
n tributary of the Lycus, about 50 miles to the N AV. 
of Arbob- Darius left his baggage and treasures 
at Arbela, when he advanced to meet Alexander. 


CARTILAGE 

The present remains of Carthage are insufficient 
to guide us to an understanding of the obscure and 
often apparently contradictory statements of the 
-'incicnt writers; and the inquirer often sighs over 
the loss of that picture, representing the site and 
sbte of Carthage, which Mancinus^ the commander 
cif the fleet in the Third Punic War {148 B.c,), ojt- 
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bibited to the Roniao people ki the forum, and won 
the consulship by liis zeal Ln explaining its details, 
Appian b almost the only ancient author who has 
left any considerable details; and he is* as usual, 
very inexact, and in some points evidently quite 
wrong. Of the mam difficulty* it is scarcely an 
exaggeration to compare it vnth a doubt among 
the future antiquaries twenty-five centuries heoce^ 
whether London oi Southwark stood on the N* side 
of the Thamefi. We know that the old Punic city 
grew up round the original Bosra or B^Tsa (whether 
the citadel called Byrsa in histcirical times stood on 
the old site is even doubtful)* and that it gradually 
covered the whole peninsula : and we know that it 
had a large suburb called llegura or Magalia, and 
also the New City. We also know that the Human 
city stood on a part of the ancient site* and was far 
inferior to the Old City in extent. But* whether 
the original Punic city with its harbours was on the 
N. or S. part of the peninsula; on which side of it 
the suburb of Megara w^ls situated; and whether 
the Roman city was built on the site of the former, 
or of the latter; are questions on which some of the 
best scholars and geographers hold directly opposite 
opinions. 

Upon the whole* comparing the statements of the 
ancient writers witli the present state of the loeaJity 
and the few ruins of the Punic city which remaiB, 
it seems most probable that the original city was on 
the S*E, part of the peninsula about C. Car/Aagj* 
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The following are the most important details of 
the topography: — ■ 

1. The Tsenis. was a tongue of land, of a consider¬ 
able length, and half a stadium in breadth, men¬ 
tioned again and again by Appian in such a maimer' 
that Ote determination of its position goes far to 
settle the chief doubt already referred to. It jutted 
out from the isthmus tou'ards the W., bdween 
lake flt«i the sea, and in the closest proximity to the 
horbonis, and also at the weaker extremity of the 
strong landward wnll oI the city. All the parti- 
‘culars ol Appinn’s description seem to point to the 
sandy torque of land which extends S.W. from thi! 
S. extremity of the peninsula to the Goietta^ or 
mouth of the Lagoon of Tunis, and divides in pad. 
this lagoon from the open sea. That this tongue of 
land is larger than he dcEcribes it, is a confirmation 
of the identity, considering the changes which we 
know to have been going on; and the alight dis¬ 
crepancy involved in his making the hmia jut out 
from the iithtsms, whereas it actually proceeds from 
the fettinsuia, is surely hardly worthy ol discussion. 
No room would have been left for doubt, had Appian 
tertd r>s lehat lake he meant; but that he omits to 
tell us this, seems of itself n strong proof that he 
meant the ^igoon of Tunis. 

a. The ITft^ are especially difficult to trace with 
any certainty. At the time when the city 
most flourishing, it is pretty clear that they encom¬ 
passed, as might have been expected, the whole 
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circuit of the peninsula, spcating generally; and 
Appwn infonns us that on one side (evidently 
towards the sea, but the words are wanting) there 
w’as only a single wall, because oi the precipitous 
nature o£ the ground; but that on the S., towards 
the land side, it was threefold. But when we come 
to parttculais. first, as to the sea side, it is not cer¬ 
tain w'hether the two eminences of C. Ghixm&rt and 
C. Cafthuge were inchided within the fortifications, 
or were left, cither wholly or in part, unfortified on 
account of their natural strength. In the final 
siege, we find Mancinus attacking from the side of 
the sea a part of the wall, the defence of which was 
neglected on account of the almost inaccessible pre¬ 
cipices on that side, and establislung himself in a 
tort adjacent to the w'alls. On the whole, it seems 
probable that on both the great heights the walls 
were drawn along the summit rather than the base, 
ao that they a'ould not include the N. slope of C, 
Ghatftart, nor the E, and S, dopes of C. Carthage. 

The land side presents still greater difficulties. 
The length of the wall which Scipio drew across the 
isthmus to blockade the city, and which was 23 
stadia from sea to sea, gives us only the measure of 
the width of the isthmus (probably at itsnatrowcsl 
part), not of the loud face of the city, which stood on 
wider ground. Stnibo assigns to the whole walls a 
clrcutiifcrence of 36a stadia, 60 of which belonged 
to the wall on the land side, which reached from 
sea to sea. Explicit as this statement is, it seems 
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impossible to recoticQe it with the actual dimensiouf^ 
of the peninsula^ for which even the 23 Roman 
miles assigned to it by Livy would seem too much. 
The 60 i^dia of Strabo kaw been obtained bj.^ 
taking in the wilb along the N. and S. sides of 
the penin^bp as well as that across it on the hmd 
side, which is quite inconabtent with the plain 
meaning of the writer; or by supposing that Strabo 
the total length of tire triple line of wall, a most 
arbitrary and improbahle assumption. Besides, the 
language of Strabo seems obvioualy to refer to the 
actual width of that part of the bthmus across which 
the wall w'us built. The only feasible eTCplanation 
seems to be, that the wall was not built across the 
narrowest part of the isthmus, but was thrown hack 
to where it had begun to widen out into the penin¬ 
sula ; and it seerns also fcur to make some allowance 
for deviations from a straight lioe+ A confinnatiDn 
of the length assigned to the wall by Strabo is found 
in Appian's statement, that ScLpip made simultane¬ 
ous attacks on the land defences of Megara alone 
at points 20 stadin distant from each other, the 
whole breadth of the isthmus being, as we have 
seen, only 25 stadia. 

Be this as H may, we know that this land wall 
formed by far the most impoiiant part of the de¬ 
fences of the city. It consisted of three distinct 
lines, one behind the other, each of them 30 cubits 
high without the parapets. There were towers at 
the distance of z plethra, 4 storie:S bigh^ and So feet 
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deep. Within each WiiH were built two stories of 
vaulted chamberSp or casements^ in the lower range 
of which were stables for 300 elephants, and in the 
upper range stabler for 4000 horses, with ample 
stores of food for both. In the spaces between the 
walls there w^ere barracks for ^o,cioo infantry and 
4000 cavalry, with magiiiiiiies and stores of pro¬ 
portionate magnitude; forming, in fact, a vast foiii^ 
fied cauip between the city and the isthmus. It 
would seem froiti Appian that this description 
applies to the S. part of the landward w^ail, behind 
w hich lay Byrsa, The N. part of the landward wall, 
surrounding the suhurb of Megara, seems to have 
been less strongly fortified, and accordingly we find 
some of the chief attacks of Scipio directed against 
it. Appian adds to his description of the triple 
wall, that its comer which bent round towards the 
harbours, by the T(€nia, or tongue of land men¬ 
tioned above, was the only part that w^as weak and 
low^; and on this point also we find the Romans 
directing their attacks. 

The limits of the Roman city can be defined with 
greater certainty. It remained, indeed^ ’without a 
fortified enclotmre, down to the fourteenth year 
of Theodosius If. (434 b.c.), when the increasing 
dangers of the African province both from the 
native and foreign barbarians suggested the policy 
of fortifyitig its capitaL The remains of the wall 
then built con still be traced, and sufficient ruins 
of the city are visible to indicate its extent: while 
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the limits are still further marked by the position 
of the great reservoirs, which we fcoow to have 
been without the walls. 

That Roman Carthage stood on the site of the 
ancient Punic city, and not, as some maintam, on 
that of the suburb of Megara, seems tolerably clear. 
Not to by too much stress on Pliny's phrase in 
vistigus magme CarthaginiSp" it appears that the 
new city w'as supplied £rom the same aqueduct and 
reservoirs, and had its citadel and chief templet on 
the same sites, as of old. The restored temple of 
’ dJsculapius was again the chief sanct uaryj and that 
of the goddess Coel(stis became more magnificent 
than ever* 

3. Harbours .—In accordance with that view of 
the topography which we follow* the double harbour 
of Carthage must he looked for on ttie side of the 
peninsulap at the angle which it forms with the 
Tamia described above» witlun the Lagoo^i of Tunis. 
The fact that Scipio Africanus the elder could sec 
from Tunis the Punic fleet sailing out of the harbour 
seems a d«:isive proof of the p<>sitiDn, which is 
confirmed by nuoiy other indications. 

The port consisted of an outer and an inner har¬ 
bour, with a passage from the one intu the other; 
and the outer had an enttance from the sea 70 feet 
wide, wliich was closed with iron chains. The outer 
harbom- was for the merchantmeUp and wits full of 
moorings* The inner harbour was reserved for the 
ships of war* Just within its entrance was au 
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bland called Cothon, rbing to a considerable eleration 
above the surroimdiog banks, and thus serving the 
double purpose oi a mask to conceal the harbour from 
without^ and an observatory for tbe port-admiml, 
who had his tent upon it^ whence he gave signak by 
the trumpet and commands by the voice of a herald. 
The shores of the island and of the port were built 
up with great quays, in wbicb were constructed 
docks ff»r 2^0 ships (one, it would seemp for each). 
With storehouses for all their equipments. The en¬ 
trance of each dock was ad{>med with a pair of Ionic 
columns, which gave the whole circuit of tl^e island 
and the harbour the appearance of a magnificent 
colonnade on each side. So lealously was this Inner 
harbour guarded, even from the sight of tho$e fre- 
qiicntiog the outer, that, besides a double wall of 
s-cpamtiort^ gates were provided to give access to 
the efity from the outer harbour, without passing 
tUroTigh the docks. 

4. Byrsa. — Th.h name is used in a double sense^ 
for the most ancient part of the city, adjoining to 
the harbours, and for the citadel or Byna, in tJsc 
stricter sense. When AppLm speaks of the triple 
land wall on the S,, as ** where the Byrsa w-as upon 
the istltmus," it may he doubted in which sense he 
the tenn; bnt, when he comes to describe tlie 
storming of the city, he gives us a minute d^ription 
of the locality of the citadel. 

Close to the harbours stood the Fomm, from 
which three narrow streets of houses six stories high 
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ascended to the Byrsa, which was by far the strongest 
position in the whole city. There can be little 
doubt of its identity with the Hili 0/ S, Lenis, an 
eminence rising to the height of 188 Paris feet 
(about 3QD English), and having its sununit in the 
form of an almost regular plateau, sloping a little 
towards the sea. Its regularity sugg^ts the pru- 
babiUty of its being an artificial mound (probably 
about a natural core) formed of the earth dug up m ex¬ 
cavating the harbotirs; a kinfl of work which we know 
to have been common among the old Semitic nations. 

On the sides of the hih there are stiU traces of 
the ancient walls which enclosed the Byrsa and 
made it a distinct fortress, and which seem to have 
risen, terrace above terrace, like those of the citadel 
of Ecbalana. 

On the summit stood the temple of iEsculapius 
(Esmun). by far the richest in the city* raised on a 
platform which was ascended by sixty steps, and 
probably resembling in its structure the temple of 
Bclus at Babylon. It was in this temple that the 
senate held in secret their most important meetings. 

The Byi^ remained the citadel of Carthage io 
its later existence; and the temple of iEsculapius 
was restored by the Romans, On it was the ^ra- 
iorium of the proconsul of Africa, which became 
successively the palace of the Vandal kings and of 
the Byzantine governors. 

5. Forum and Sireeis *—As w'e have just seen, the 
Forum lay at the S. foot of the hill of Byrsa, adjacent 
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to tbe hartouTS. It oontamod the senate house, 
the tribiii>al, and the temple ol the god whom the 
Greeks and Romans call Apollo, whcse golden 
image Aood in a chapel overlaid with gold to the 
weight of 1000 talents. The three streets already 
mentioned as ascending from the Forum to tlit 
Byrsa fomiEid an important outwork to its fortifica‘‘ 
tiojis ; and Scipio had to storm them bouse by house. 
The centre street, which probably led straight up 
to the temple of *5i!3culapius, was called, in Roman 
Carthage, Fia Salutari$. The other streets of the 
city seem to have been for the most part straight 
and regularly disposed at right angles. 

6. Olher — On the N. side of the Byrsa, 

on lower terraces of the hill, are tlie remains ol two 
templos, which some take for those of Ccelestis and 
Saturn: but the localities are doubtfuh We know 
that the worship of both these deities was continued 
Ln the Roman city, 

7. On the W* and S.W. side of the B^nsa are 

mins of probably the G^^gtitutue^ n 

locality famous in the ecclesiastical history of Car¬ 
thage; of a spacious Circus, and of an 

8. Aqueduct and —The great aqueduct 

50 miles long, by which Carthage was supplied wJtli 
water from Jcbd Zagh^Fan, is supposed by some to 
be a work of the Punic age; but Barth believes it 
to be Romiui. The Rcserv&tts are among the most 
interesting remains of Carthage, especially on ac¬ 
count of tfie pecnliariy constructed vaulting which 
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CiiveiB them. Th^ are probably oi Pnnic work- 
mansihip. Besides some smaller ones, there are two 
principal sets; those on the W, oi the dty, where 
the aqueduct terminated, and those on the 3 ., near 
the Cotbon. 

9, Besides the above, there are mins which Bcem 
10 be those of a Theatre, and also the remains of a 
great buildijiG, appiircntly the largest in the city, 
wliich Barth conjectures to be the temple of Crelestis. 
These ruins consist, like the rest, only of broken 

fontidatioTiB. 

10. Tlic Suburb of Megara. Magar, or Magalia, 
afterwards considered as a quarter of the city, under 
the nameol Ncapolis (New City), was suirDundcd by 
A wall, and adorned with beautiful gardens, watered 
by canals. 

.11. Ns!Cr(J^o/ts.“From the,fw graves found in 
the rocky soil of the hill of C. (rharneirt, it seems 
probable that here w'as the ancient necropolis, N. of 
the city, a position in which it is frequently, if not 
gcncTiilly, found in other ancient cities. There is, 
however, some doubt on tlie matter, which the 
evidence is insufficient to decide. 
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CONSTANTINOPLE 

Ancient Byzantium was situated on the first of 
the seven hilla upon wliich, rising one above another, 
the motlern city stands; but its area occupied tnoxi; 
than the first region of the later towUr In all pro¬ 
bability it extended over the three regions which 
lie behind the triangular spacB now filled by the 
Seraglio, Accordhig to Dionj^iiis of By^tantium, 
its circumference was 40 stadia. 

It was upon this gently sloping prompntoryi which 
^rves as a cotniecting link bet ween the Eastern and 
Western world, that Constantine detennined to fix 
the city which bore the name of its founder. 

The walls of Conslanlinc across the enlarged 
breadth of the triangle were begun at a distance of 
15 stadia from tlie ohl fortifications, and stretching 
from the port to the Propontis, enelosod fim out of 
the seven bills upon which the city stoedp but were 
not finished before the reign of Constantius. In 
401 Arcadius repaired the^ w alls which bad fsJlen 
in the earthqmtke that had taken place in that year. 
In 413^ during the minority of Tbeodosius IT, 
Anthemius, the Prsetorian prefect, razed the old 
fortifications and built a new enclostirc of walls. In 
447 this was throwm doira by an earthquakep and 
rebuilt in three months by Uie diligence of the 
prefect Cyrus. This double line of strong and 
lolty stone walls has, except on the land side, 
almost disappearedp but in a dilapidated stale they 
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itiU exist, extending from the port to the sen of 
Marmora for about 4 English miles, pn^nting 
Tnagnificmt and picturesque specimens of mural 
rains. The wall was flanked at short intervals by 
towers, mostly rectangular. The extreme length of 
the city at this period, and it never greatly ex¬ 
ceeded these limits, was about 3 Roman miles, 
and the circuit rather less than r 3 1^- 
SyciE, or fig trees, formed the thirteenth region 
beyond the harbour, and vrere much embellished by 
J DStinian. The suburb of Blachcrns was not taken 
into the city till the reign of Hemdius. 

In the now capital of Constantine* emancipated 
[rom tire restraint of Pagan associations and art, the 
Byzantine builders founded an architeseture pecu¬ 
liarly their nwn. Of this the cupola was the great 
diaracteristic. to which every other feature was 
subordinate. In consequence of this principle, 
that which at Athens was straight, angular, and 
square, became in Constantinople curved and 
runnded, concave within, and convex without. 
Thus the old architecture of Greece owed its destruc¬ 
tion to the same nation from which it had taken its 
fust birth. 

At the si(^e of Byr-ontium, Constantine had 
pitched his tent upon the second hill; to com¬ 
memorate his success, he chose this site tor the 
principal forum, which appears to have been of an 
elliptical form. The two opposite entrances formed 
triumphal arches ^ the porticoes, w'hich enclosed it 
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on every side, were filled with statues ot the tutelar 
deities of Greece, 

At each end were two shrines, one of which held 
the statue of Cybelc, which "was said to have been 
placed by the Argonauts upon Ml, Dindyiuus, but 
deprived of her lions and of her hands from the 
attitude of command distorted into that of a sup¬ 
pliant for the city; in the other w^as the Fortune of 
Byzantium. The centre of the Forum was occupied 
bv a lofty pillar, which, formed of marble and 
porphyTy', rose to the height of i2o feet. On this 
column Constantine, with singular shamelessness, 
placed his ovu statue with the attributes of Cbrist 
and ApoUo, and substituted the nails of the Passion 
for the rays of the Sim; Constantine was replaced 
by Julian, Julian by Theodosius, In a.d, fhe 
keystone was loosened by an eartlic|uake. The 
statue fell under Alexius Comlienus, and was re¬ 
placed by the Cross, The Palladium was said to 
be buried under the pillar. Besides the principal 
forum was a second one, which has been sometimes 
confounded with the other; it was square, with 
porticoes surrounding it, consisting of two tanks of 
columns; in this the Augusteum, or court of the 
palace, stood tltc Golden Miliarium, which was an 
elevated arcade, embellished with statues. 

The Circus or Hippodrome was a stately building. 
The space between the two met® or goals was filled 
w'ith statues and obelisks. Near this stands the 
wreathed column of bronze, which, according to

legend I bore the golden tripod of Delphi j and was 
shattered hy the iron mace of Mohammed TI. 
Fourteen churches, fourteen palic^, several trium^ 
phal arches, and eight public baths are assigned to 
the founder of the city* Constantine, and in tliis 
his example was followed by his successors^ miitaied 
Ancient Rome in the constmetbn of sewers. Two 
large subterranean cisterns or reservoirs of water, 
constmeted by the Greek emperors in case of a 
siege, still remain; one, called by the Turks the 
palace of the Thousand and One Piliars,** now 
perfectly dry. The other, still existing as a cistern, 
and called the Subterranean Pahijce/' may be 
described as an underground lake, with an arched 
roof to cover it, supported on 336 marble pillars. 

From the throne, seated upon which the emperor 
viewed the games of Ibo Circus, a winding staircase 
called cochUa descended to the palace. This was 
a mnguihcent buildiiig, covering a great extent of 
ground, on the bi^mks of the Propontis, between the 
Hippodrome and the church of Santa Sophia, now 
the SeragUo* The baths of Zeuxippus, the site of 
which it is difficult to fix, were so embellished hy 
Constantine with statues of marble and bronze, 
that they became famed as the most beautiful in 
the w'orld* 

While private houses and public buddings for 
business, for conveniencep for amusement, and ‘ 
splendour rose with the rapidity of enchaiiLiiientt 
one class of edifices w'as w^anting. A few temples, 
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such as those'of the Sun, the Meson, and Aphrodite^ 
were permitted to stand in the HeropoUSp though 
deprived ol their revenues. But lew churches were 
built; of these one wits dedicated to the Snpreine 
Wisdom r The ancient Temple of Peace* whkh 
aitcTw^ards formed part of Santa Sophia, was appro¬ 
priately transformed into a church. The Church 
of the Twelve Apostles appears [rom Eusehius to 
have been finished a few days before the death of 
Constantine; it fell to ruin 20 years afterwards, 
was repaired by CoDStatitius> rebuilt by Justmian, 
and demolished by Mohammed II- 
Tlieodosius the Great built the principal gate of 
ConsiaDtiDople, Tlie Golden Gate/' so celebrated 
by the Byzantine writers; thia gate, on the S. of 
the town, was that by which the emperors made 
their solemn entry, and stood at the b^gintiing of 
the principal street, which crossed the town up 
to the Bosphorus, The Empress Eudoxia, wife of 
Arcadius, ornamented her city w^ith a palace and 
baths. Theodosius II. encouraged architecture, 
and executed considerable works; in his reign the 
walls of Constantmople ^vere in great rneasure re^ 
built, and the dty adorned with a forum, 

and tw'o palaces for the sisters of Pidcheim. In 
447, after the great earthquake, the edifices of Con¬ 
stantinople were restored wuth renewed splcndoitr- 
Mercian turned his attention chiefly to the aque¬ 
ducts; Leo 1 . Thmit to the churched of Con.^tan:ii“ 
nople, Justin 1. contributed to the einbeUishinenti?. 
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or rather restoration of Constantinople. The reign 
of Justinian is the moat briUiant epoch gf the Neo- 
Greek or Byzantine archituctiirel and^ like Hadrian, 
this emperor waa entitled to the proud distinction 
of bedng called by his contemporaries " repamtor 
orbi$/" Ttfce great ornament nl Constantinople was 
the temple reared by Jnstinian in honour of the 
Eternal Wisdom (Santa Sophia). This, the principal 
church of Constant inoplej had been twice destroyed 
by fme, after the exile of John Clirysostom. and 
during the Nika of the Blue and Green factions. 
Antfaemiua of Tralles, and Isidurus of Miletus, were 
the builders employed by Justinian to rebuild the 
church. Disregarding the cardinal rule that all 
architectural artifice is inconsistent with good taste^ 
they endeavoured to make it appear entirely hover¬ 
ing in air without the least earthly resting-place. 
The attempt was unsuccessful^ for^ in a.d. 55S, 
twentyH3ne yearn after the dedkatinn^ an earth¬ 
quake nearly destroyed it; another Isidores, 
nephew of the former, was employed to restore it; 
Ltn elevation of 20 feet more than it had before Sts 
fall was given to the dome, and the originally 
circular was changed to an elliptical form. Though 
such was the lightness of the dome that it appeared 
suspended ""by a chain from Heaven/* the circle 
w hich encompasses the dome rested on four strong 
arches, supported on four massive piles, assisted on 
the and sides by four columns of granite^ each 
uf a shaft 40 feet long. Two huger and six smaller 
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semi-domes sprouted out and encircled the central 
cupola, Ttic ground-plan describes the figure of a 
Greek cross mthin a quadrangle, but on the inside 
was oval. Besides this great model of Eastern 
architecture, Justiritan erected more than twenty- 
five churches in Cc»tistantinople and its suburbs. In 
honour o£ himself a colossal statue, representing the 
emperor mounted on horseback and in an altitude 
of defiance, was phted upon a column in the 
Augu steum before Santa Sophia. The palace vras also 
restored by Justinian, and magnificently adorned 
with bronze, manj’-coloured marbles and mosaics, 
representing the glories of the African and Italian 
triumphs. From the time of Heradius to the hour 
of her fad, the ouuvard glories of Constantinople 
shared the same fate as her rcnoivn and greatness. 


ISSUS 

A town of Cilicia, on the gulf of Issus. Herodotus 
calls the gulf of Tssus the gulf of Myriandms, from 
the town of Myiiandrus, which was on it. 

The gulf of Issue is now named the gulf of /sAfn- 
derum or Scattderoon. from the town of Scandfroen, 
formerly Alexandria ad Issum, on the E. side. It is 
the only large gulf on the southern side of Asia Minor 
and on tjie Syrian coast, and it is an important 
place in the systems of the Greek geographers. This 
gulf runs in a N.E, direction into the land to the 
distance of 47 miles, measured nearly at right angles 
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to a lint dravi-n from the promontory Megarsns, on 
the Cilician coa^t, to the Rhoskus Scoptilus, on the 
S5rriaii coast ; for tliese two are respectively 

the limits ol the gulf on the W, and E.* and 35 miles 
from one another. The width immediately N. of 
the capes is somewhat less than 25 mUcs^ but it does 
not diminish much till we approtich the northern 
extremity of the gulf, Issus is the remotest city 
in this pari of Cilicia svhich Ptnlemy mentions. 
Xenophon also speaks of it as the last city of Cilicia 
on the road to Syria. 

Xenophon says that Cyrus marched 15 parasangs 
from the Pyramns “to Issi, the uttermost city ct 
Cilicia, on the sea^ great and prosperous/* From 
Issus to tlie Pj"he of Cilicia and Syria^ the boundon' 
between Syria and Cilida, was 5 parasangs, and 
here was the river Carsus. The next stage was 5 
parasajigs to Myriandnis, a town in Syria on the 
sea, occupied by Phcenicians, a trading place, where 
inany merchant ships were lying. 

The nearest road to Sii 5 a from Sardis was through 
the Cilician plains. Tlic difEcultks were the passage 
into the plains by the Cilicia? Pjda; or pa^, and the 
way out of the plams along the gulf of Issus into 
Syria. The great road to Susa, which Herodotus 
describes^ went N. of the Taurus to the Euphrates^ 
The land forces in the expedition of Datis and 
Artaphemes, 490 b.c.^ crossed the Syrian Amanus^ 
and went as far as the Alcian plain in CUida; md 
there they embarked^ They did not march by 
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land tlinougli the Ciiician Pyl^ over the Taurus 
into the Interior of the peninsula; but Mardonms 
in the previous expedition had led his troops into 
Cilicia p and ssent them on by land to the Hallespontus* 
while he took ship and sailed to Ionia. The land 
force of Mardonius must have passed out to Cilicia 
by the difficult pa!f 5 .s in the Taurus. 

Shortly before the battle of Issus (333 o.c.), 
Alexander was at Mallos, when he heard that 
Darius with all his force was at Sochi in Assyria; 
which place was distant two marches from the 
Assyriuu Pylse^ " Assyria ** and ** Assyrian “ here 
mean " Syria and Syrian/" Darius had crossed 
the Euphrate^jp probably at ThapsacuSp and was cn- 
ciunped in an open country in Syth^t which was 
well suited for his cavalry, Curtius says that 
Alexander only reached Castabalum on the second 
day from Mallos; that he went through fssusp and 
there dclibenttcd whctlior he should go on or halt, 
Darius crossed the AmanuSp which separates Syria 
from the bay of Issus, by a pass called the Amanica 
PylaCp and advancing to Issus* in the rear of 
Alexanderp who had passed tlirough the Ciliciaji 
and SyrinTi Pyhe. Darius came to the pass in the 
Amanus^ says CtirUns* on the same night that 
Alexander came to the pass by which Syria is 
entered. The place where Darius crossed the 
Amanus was so situated that he came to Is^s first, 
where he shamefully treated the sick of the Mace¬ 
donians who had been left there. The next day

he moved from Tsstis to pursue Alexander, that is, 
he moved towards the Pylae, and he came to the 
banks of the river Pinams. where he lialted, Issus 
WHS, thereforep N. of the Pinarus. and some littlfe’ 
distance from it. 

Alejcanderp hearing that the Persians were in his 
rear, turned back to the Pylas* wliich he reached at 
midnight* and halted till daybreak, when he moved 
on. So long as tlie road was nairow** he led his 
army in column, but as the pa.^ widened, he ex¬ 
tended hi& coliuuD into line, part tow^ards the moim- 
tains and part an the left towards the sea. Wlien 
he came to the wide part he arranged lus army in 
order of battle. Darius w^as posted on the N, 
skle of the Pinanis, It b plains from this descrip¬ 
tion, that Alexander did not march veiy’^ far from 
the Pylie before he reached the nvidcr part of the 
valley, and the river. As the sea was on his left, 
and the mouniains on hb right, the river w^ a 
stream which nm down from the S\Tian Amanus; 
and it can be no other than the Ddi Tschai, which 
is about 13 miles N. of tlie Corsiis. Polybius states 
that Darius descended into Cilicia through the 
Pyke Amimidcs, and encamped on the Pinanis, at 
a place where the distance between the motintains 
and the sea was not more than 14 stitdia; and that 
the river ran across thb place into the sea, and that 
in its course through the level part it bad abrupt 
and difficult eminences;” This b explained by what 
Arrian says of the banks^ of the river being steep in 
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many parts on tlie N. side, Callisthencs further 
said, that when Alejtander, after having passed Uit; 
defile, heard of Danus being in Cilieia, he was 100 
stadia from him, and, accordingly, he marched b^k 
thiougli the defile. It is not clear, Irom the Extract 
in Polybius, wbctlier the 100 stadia are to Tie 
reckoned to Issus or to the Piniims. According 
to ArrLin, when Alexander heard of Darius hr^ixip 
behind him, he sent some men in a galley Hnrir to 
Issus, to see if it was so; and it is most consistent 
witlj the narrative to suppose that the men saw the 
Persians at Issus before they had advanced to the 
river; but this is not quite certain, Tlie Persian 
anny was visible, being near the coast, as it would 
be, if it were seen at Issus. 

Strabo, following the historians oI Alexander, 
adds nothing to what Arrian has taken from them. 
Alexander, he says, led his infantry' from Soli along 
the coast and through the Mallotis to Issus and the 
forces of Darius; an expression whicli might mis¬ 
lead, if we had no other narrative. He also says, 
after Mallos Ls ^gje, a small town witli a harbour, 
then the Amanides Pylae, where there is a Iiarbour; 
and after jEgs is Issus, a small town with a harbour, 
and the river Pinarus, where the fight was between 
Alexander and Darios. Accordingly he places 
I,S5us N. of the Pinanis. Cicero, during his pro- 
consulship of Cilicia, led his forces against the 
mountaineers of the Amanus, and he was saluted as 
imperator at Issus, "where,** he says, " as I have 
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oflea heard hroTn you, Clitarchns told you that 
Darius was delca^ted by AlexaDdet/* In another 
passage, he says that he occupied for a few days the 
sajuj^ camp tliat Alexander had occupied at Tssiis 
against Darius. And again* be says tliat he en¬ 
camped for four days at the roots of the Amauus» 
at the Arse Alexandri." If this is the same fact 
that he mentions in his letter to Atticus, the Ara 
were at Issus, and Issus was near the toot of the 
' Amanufi^ 


JERUSALEM 

Jerusalem was situated in the heart of the moun¬ 
tain district which caminentes at the S. of the groat 
plain of Esdradon and is continued throughoat the 
whole of Samaria and Judaea quite to the southern 
extremity of the Promised Land. It is almost 
equidistant from the Mediterranean and from the 
river Jordan, being about 30 miles from each^ 
situated at an elevation of eqoo feet above the level 
of the Mediterranean. Its site is wdl defined by 
its circumjacent valleys. 

Y<dUys. —(i) In the N*W. quarter of the city is 
a shalbw depression, occupied by an ancient pool. 
This is the head of the Vailey cj Hinnom^ which 
from this point takes a southern course, confining 
the city on the western side* until it makes a sharp 
angle to the E,, and forms the southern boundary

ol the city to its S.E. quarter^ where it is met by 
another coDsidemhle valley from the N., which 
must next be described* 

(3) At the distance of somewhat less than 1500 
\^rds from the upper pool" at the head ol the 
Valley of Hiitiiom, are the " Tombs of the Kings/" 
situated at the head of the VaS&y cf J£h 0 sh&plmi, 
wliich runs at first in an eastern course at some 
distance N, of the modem city^ until* turning 
sharply to the S.* it skirts the eastern side of the 
town, and meets the Valley of Hinnom at the S,E. 
angle, as already described, from whence they run 
< ]ff together in a southerly direction to the Dead Sct^u 

The space between the basin at the head of the 
Valley ol Hinnom and the head of the Valley of 
^Jehoshaphat is ocenpied by a high rocky ridge or 
swell of land, which attains its highest elevation a 
little without the NAV. angle of the present town. 
The city, then* occupied the letmination of tliis 
broad swell of land, being isolated, except on the 
N., by the two great valleys already described^ 
towards wl Jeh the ground declined rapidly from aU 
parts of the city. This rock>^ promontory is* how¬ 
ever, broken by one or two subordinate valleys, and 
the declivity is not uniform. 

(3) There is* for example, another valley, very 
inferior in magnitude to those which encircle the 
city, but of great importance in a topographical 
view^ as being the main geographical feature men¬ 
tioned by Josephus in his description of the city* 
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This valley of the Tyropceon {CheesemaJcers) meets 
the Valley of Hinnom at the Pool of Siloam, very 
near its junction with the Valley of Jehoshaphat, 
and can be distinctly traced through the dly, 
along the W. side of the Temple enclosure, to the 
Damascus gate, where it opens into a small pbin- 

Hiits.—Ancient Jerusalem, according to Josephus, 
occupied " two eminences^ which fronted each 
other, and were divided by an intervening ravine, 
at the brink of which the closely-built houses ter- 
rninated.** To these was later added a third 
eminence an the N,E^, called the Temple Mounts 

But when m process of time the city overflow^ed 
its old boundaries, the hill Bcic^ha, or New City, 
was added to the ancient hitb, as is thus described 
by Josephus'—‘ The city, being over-abundant u^ 
population, began gmdimlly to creep beyond its old 
walls, and the people joining to the city the region 
which lay to the N. of the temple and close to the 
hill (of Acra), advanced considerably^ so that even 
a fourth eminence wti$ surrounded with habitat ions, 
viz. that which is called Bezetha^ situated opposite 
to the Antonia, and divided irom it by a deep ditch: 
for the ground had been cut through on pmrpose, 
that the foundations of the Antonia might not, by 
joining the eminence, be easy of approach, and of 
inferior height/" 

The Antonia was a castle situated at the north¬ 
western angle of the outer enclosure of the Temple, 
occupying a precipitous rock 50 cubits high^ 
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I. upper Ciiy and Old Traii.-—" 01 tlie three 
walls, the old one was difficult to be taken, both on 
account of the ravines, and of the eminence above 
tfiem on which it was situated. But, in addition to 
the advantage of the position, it was also strongly 
built, as Das'id and Solomon, and the kings after 
them, were very leabus about the work. Be¬ 
ginning towards the N.. fnim the tower called 
HippicQS, and passing through tJie place called 
Xystus, then joining the council chamber, it was 
united to the western cloister of the Temple. In 
the other direction, towards the W., commencing 
from the same place, and extending through a place 
called Bethso to the gate of the Essenes, and then 
turning towards the S. above the fountain Siloam, 
thence again bendiog toward the E, to the Pool of 
Solomon, and running through a place which they 
called Ophla, it was joined to the eastern cloister 
of the Temple." To understand this description, 
it is only necessary to remark that the walls are 
described, not by the direction in which they run, 
but by the quarter which they face, i.e. the wall 
" turning towards the S." is the S. wall, and so 
with the others; so that the Hippie Tower evidently 
lay at the N .W. angle of the Upper City, 

Tki Hippie Tower is mentioiicd in connection 
with two neighbouring towers on the same N. waU, 
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aU built by Herod the Greats and coimectEd with 
his splendid palace that occupied the N.W. angle 
of the Upper City. “ These towers>" says the 
historian. ** surpassed ah in the world in extent, 
beauty, and stu^ngth, and were dedicate<l to the 
memory of his brother, liis friend, and his best 
loved wife. 

“ To these towers, situated on the N,* was joined 
within— 

r/jkf Royal Pahc€^ surpassiog all powers of 
description. It was entirely surrounded by a wall 
30 cubits high, with decorated towers at equal in- 
tervalSp and contained enormous banqueting halis, 
besides numerous chambers richly adorned. There 
were many porticoes encircling one another, 
with different columns to each^ surrounding green 
courts, planted with a variety of trees, having long 
avenues through them; and deep channels and 
reservoirs everywhere around, filled witli bronze 
Statues, through which the water flowed; and many 
tOAvers of tame pigeons about the fountains." 

As the A^ys/t*s is mentioned next to the Hippicus 
by Josephus, in his descr^tion of the N. well of the 
Upper City, it may be well to proceed at once to 
that. The Xystus is properly a covered portico 
attached to the Greek Gymnasium, wliich commonly 
had tmeovored w'alks connected with it. As the 
Jerusalem Xystus was a place where public meetings 
were occasionally convened, it must be understood 
to be a wide public promenade, though not necesh 
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sarily concectcd with a gymnasium, but perhaps 
rather with another palace which occupied this 
extremity of the Upper City/" 

77 itf Home &/ /Atf was above the 

Xysius, and was appareatly occupied as a palace by 
the Younger Agrippaj for, when he addressed the 
multitude assembled m the Xystus, he placed his 
sister Berenice in the house of the Asmonecans, that 
she might be visible to them. 

The Caus&(f£iy .—At the Xystus we are told a 
mmeway joined the Temple to the Upper City* 
and one of the Temple gales opened on to this 
causeway. 

It is higlily probable that the Xy^tus was nothing 
else than the wide promenade over this mounds 
adorned with a covered cloister between the trees, 
with which the Rabbinical traditions assure us that 
Solomon's causeway was sliaded. It is dear that 
the N. w^all of the Upper City must have c tossed 
the valley by this causeway to the Gate S^ialkcheih, 
W'hich h esplamed to mean the Gate of the Em¬ 
bankment. 

The Cvutwii-Chambcf is the next place mentioned 
on the northem Unc of vvaJl^ as the point where it 
joined the western portico of the Temple. 

We have now to trace the wall of the Upper City 
in the opposite direction from the same pointy viz. 
the Hippie Tower at the N.W. angle. The points 
noticed are coinpaiatively lew. "It first ran south¬ 
ward (f.d. with a western aspect), through a place 
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called Bethso, to the Gate of the Esscnes; then, 
timung E., it ran (with a southern aspect) above 
the fcnintain of Siloam; thence it bent northward, 
and ran (with an eastern aspect) to the Pool of 
Solomon, and extending as far as a place called 
Ophla, was joined to the eastern cloister of the 
Tipple/' 

Along the S, face of the Upper City the old wall 
may still be traced, partly by scarped rock and 
partly by foundations of the ancient wall, which 
have served as a quarry for the repairs of the neigh¬ 
bouring buildings for many ages. As it is clear that 
the Upper City was entirely encompassed with a 
wall of its own, nowhere noticed by Josephus, 
except so far as it was coincident with tlic outer 
n-all, it may be safely conjectured tliat this E. wall 
of tlie Upper City followed the brow of the ridge 
from the S.E. single of the HUl Sion, along a line 
nearly coincident with the aqtiednct; while the 
main wall continued its easterly course doifni tlic 
steep slope of Sion, across the valley of the Tyro- 
pc£on, not far from its mouth—a little above the 
Pool of Siloam—and then up the ridge Ophcl. until 
it reached the brow of the eastern valley. 

The further course of the wall to the eastern 
cloister of the Temple is equally obscure, as the 
several points specified in the description are not 
capable of identification, by any other notices. 
These are the Pool of Solomon and a phice called 
Ophla, in the description already cited, to which 
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may be added, fiom an inddental notice, the 
Basilica ol Graptc or Monobaaua. 

The Pool of Solonon has been sometimes ideji- 
tified with the Fountain of the Virgin, 1mm which 
the Pool of Siloam is supplied, and someUmes with 
that very pool. Both solutions are unsatisfactory, 
for Siloam would scarcely be mentioned a second 
time in the same passage under another name, and 
the fountain in question cannot, with any pro¬ 
priety, be called a pool. 

The place called Ophkt —in Scripture Ophtl —is 
ctjmmonly supposed to be the southern spur oE the 
Temple Mount, a narrow roclty ridge extending 
down to Siloam- But it is more certain tliat it is 
used in a restricted sense in this passage, than that 
it is ever extended to the whole ridge. It was 
.apparently a large fortified budding, to the S. of 
the Temple, connected with an outlying tower, and 
probably situated near the southern extremity ol 
the present area of the Mosque of Omar, 

2, The Second Watt, and the lover Cfiy.—The 
account of the second 'wall in Josephus is vciy 
meagre. He merely says that it began at the Gate 
Gennath, a place in the old waU; and, after encom- 
passing the Lower City', tiad its termination at the 
Fortress Antonia. 

Tliere is here no clue to the position of the Gate 
Getmath. It is, however, quite certain that it was 
between the Hippie Tower and the Xystiis: and the 
N.W. angle of the Upper City was occupied by the 
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extensive palace of Rerod the Great, asd its im¬ 
posing towers stood on the N. front of this old wall, 
where a rocky crest rose to the height of 30 cubitSp 
which would of course preclude the possibility of 
an c:rit from the city for some distance to the E. of 
the tower. Other inddental notices make it dear 
that there was a considerable space between the 
third and second wall at their southero qmirteri 
comparatively free from buildings^ and* conse¬ 
quently, a considerable part ol the N. wnJl ol the 
Upper City unprotected by the second wall. 

There is the head of an okl archway still existing 
above a heap of mins, at a point about half-way 
betvreen the liippic Tow'cr and the N-W+ axigio of 
Mount Sion, where a slight depression in that hill 
brings it nearly to a level wdtli the declivity to the 
N. This would afford a good starting-point for the 
second wall, tiaces of which may still be discovered 
in a line Np of this, quito to tire Damascus Gate, where 
are two chambers of andent and very massive 
masonry, which appear to have flanked an old gate 
of the second wall at its weakest part, where it 
crossed the valley of the Cheesemakers, From this 
gate^ the second wall probably (oUowed the line of 
the present city w'aQ to a point near tlic Gate oi 
Herod, now blacked up; whence it was carried 
along the brow of the hill to the K.E. angle of the 
Fortress Antoni a, which occupied a considerable 
space on the of the Temple area, 

3 i The Third Waii, and ike New Ciiy . — ^The third 
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wall, which, enclosed a very conaderahlG space to 
the N. of the Old City, was the work of Herod 
,Agrippa the Elder, and was only commenced about 
thirty years before the destruction of Jerusalem, 
and never completed according to the original de¬ 
sign, in consequence of the jealousy of the Roman 
government. The following is Josephi»'s account: 
" Tills third wall Agrippa drew round the super- 
added city, which w'as all exposed. It commenced 
at the Tower Hippicus, from whence it extended to 
the northern quarter, as far as the Tower Psephinus: 
then, passing opposite to the Monuments of Helena, 
and being produced through the Royal Caves, it 
bent, at the angular tower, hy the munumcDt called 
the Fuller's, and. joining the old wall, terminated 
at the valley of the Kedron." 

(i) As the site of the Hippie Tower lias been 
already fixed, the first point to be noticed in this 
third wall is the Psephine Jewer, which, Josephus 
informs us, w'as the most wonderrul part of this 
great work, situated at its N.W. quarter, over 
against Hippicus, octagonal in form, 70 cubifs in 
height, conununding a view of Amhia towards the 
E.. of the Mediterranean towards the W., and of 
the utmost limits of the Hebrew possessinns, 

£2) The next point mcntlontid is the 
of Uekfia^ which, ’^ve arc elsewhere told,, were thret 
p>Tamid5* situated at a distance of 3 stadia from 
the city. Notwithstanding repeated notices of the 
sepulchral monuments of the Queen of Adiabcne, it 
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is not now possible to fijc th^ir position with any 
d^cc oi certainty; some archseolo^ists assigning 
them to the Tombs of the Kings* otheis to the Tombs 
of the MartyrSp about three-quarters of a mile to the 
W- of the former. A point half-way between these 
two monmnents w^ould seem to answer better to the 
incidentai notices of the monuments^ and they may 
with great probability be fixed to a rocky court on the 
right of the road to SamwU, where there are 
several excavated tombs. Opxxjsite the Monuments 
of Helena was the Gate of the Women in the third 
wallj which is mentioned more than once, and 
must have been between the Nablus road and the 
Psephine Tower. 

(3) The Royal Caves are the next point menGotted 
on the third w^all. They mrCp doubtless, identical 
with the remarkable and extensive excavations 
still called the Tombs of the Kings, most probably 
the same wiiich are elsewhere called the Monument of 
Herod* and* from the character of their decorations* 
may very well be ascjibed to the Hcrodian period. 

{4) The Fuller's monument is the last-rue nLicmcd 
point on the new wall, and as an angular tower 
occupied this site* the monument must have been at 
the N,E. angle of the New City; probably one of the 
many rock graves cut in the peqiendicular face of the 
Valley nf Jehoshaphat. From this N.Ei angle the 
third ’wall foliowred the brow of the Valley of Jehosha¬ 
phat until it reached the w^uil of the Outer Temple at 
its N.E. angle. 
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The Temple Mous”r 

Thi* Teinple Mount, calbd in Scripture the Maim- 
tam of the Lord's House, and Moriali, is situated at 
the S.E* of the city* and is easily identified with the 
site of the Dome of the Mosque in modem Jerusalem. 
It was originally a third hill of the Old City, over 
against Acra, but separated from it by a broad 
ravine, which, lioweveir, was filled up by the Asmo- 
naean prince^i, so that these two hills became one, 
and arc generally so reckoned by the historian. 

1. r/w Ow/^r Cflwf/.—The Temple, in the widest 
signification of the word, consisted of two courts, 
one within the other, though the inner one is some¬ 
times subdivided* and distributed into four other 
courts. The area of the Outer Court was iu great 
part artificial, for the natural level space on the 
summit of the mount being found too confined for 
the Temple, w ith its surrounding chambers* courts, 
and cloisters, was gradually Lnertiased by mechanical 
expedients. This extension was commenced by 
Solomon, who raised from the depth of the ea^em 
valley a wall of enormous stones, bound together 
with lead, within which he raised a bank of earth, 
to a level with the native rock. On this was erected 
a cloister* which* with its successors, always retained 
the name of Solomon's Porch." This process of 
enlarging the court by artificial embankments was 
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continued by succtssive kings; but partitnilarly 
by Herod the Great, who, when he reconstructed 
the Temple proper, enlarged the Outer Court to 
double its fomier size, and adorned it vdth stately 
cloisters* 

2p Th^ Ct^uri. — The Inner Temple wos 

separatecl from the Outer by a stone wall 3 cubits in 
height, on which stood pillars at equal disiances, 
with inscriptions, in Greek and Latin, prohibiting 
aliens from access* To this court there was an 
ascent of fourteen steps, ^then a level space of 10 
cubits, and then a further ascent of five steps to 
the gates, of winch there were four on the N, and S* 
sides, and two on the E., hut none on the W., where 
stood the Sanctuary, 

Tlie place of the Altar is detennmEd with the 
utmost precision by the existence in the Sacred 
Rock of the Moslems, under their venerated dome, 
of the very cesspool and drain of the Jewish altar, 
which furnishes a key to the restoration of the 
whole Temple, 

Thi AHar was 32 cubits square at its base, but 
gradually contmeted, so that its bcarth was only 
24 cubits square. It was 13 cubits high^ and had an 
ascent by an mclined plane on the S. side, 32 cubits 
long and 16 wide. 

Between the Altar and the porch ol the Temple 
was n space of 22 cubits, rising in a gentle ascent bv 
Meps to the vestibule, the door of which was 40 
cubits high and 20 wide. The total length of the 
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Holy House itself v»as only 100 cubits^ and this 
uTis subdivided into three parts: the Prutiaus ii, 
the Sanctuary 40, the Holy of Holies 20* allciwin^ 

29 cubits for the partition wails and a small chamber 
behind W, of) the MoiJt Holy place. The total 
width of the building was 70 cubits; of w^hich the 
Sanctuary only occupied 20, the remainder being 
distributed into side chambers, in three stories^ as¬ 
signed to various uses, .The Pronaus was, however, 

30 cubits wider, 15 on tlie N. and 15 on the S., 
giving it a total length of 100 cubits, which, with a 
width of only 11 cubits, must have presented the 
proportions of a Narthex in a Byzantine church. 
Its interior height was go cubits, and, while the 
chambers on the sides of the Temple rose only to the 
height of 60 cubits, there was an additional story 
of 40 cubits above the Sanctuary, also occupied by 
chamberSp rising into a clerestory of tlxe same eleva¬ 
tion as the vestibule. 

The front of the Temple was plated with gold, 
and reflected hack the heatns of the rising sun with 
daz;tling effect; and, where it was not encrusted 
with gold, it w*as exceedingly white. Some of Ute 
stones of which it was constructed were 45 cubits 
long, 5 deep, and 6 wide. 

of the Altar was the Court of the Priests, 
135 cubits long and ii wide; and^E. of that again, 
was the Court of Israel, of the same dimensbns. 
E. of this was the Court of the Women, 135 cubits 
square, considerably below the level of the former. 
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to which there was an ascent of 15 semkiTCular 
steps to the mai^niAcent gates of Corinthian brass, 
50 cubits in height, with doors of 40 cubits, so 
ponderous that they couJd with difficulty be shut 
by 20 men, the spontaneous opening of which wjis 
otie of the portents of the approaching destruction 
of the Temple, mentioned by Josephus and repeated 
by Tacitus. 

Wc must now notice the Acropolis, which occu¬ 
pied the N.W. angle of the Temple enclosure, and 
which was. says the historian, the fortress of the 
Temple, as the Temple was of the city. Its original 
name was Baris, until Herod the Great, having 
greatly enlarged and beautified it. changed its name 
to Antonia, in honour of his friend Mark Antony. 
It combined the strength of a castle with the magni¬ 
ficence of a palace, and was like a city in extent- 
comprehending within its walls not only spacious 
apartments, but courts and camping ground for 
soldiers. It was situated on an elevated rock, 
which was faced with slabs of smooth stone, upon 
which was raised a breastwork of 5 cubits faigb, 
within which w’as the building, rising to a height of 
40 cubits. It had turrets at its four comcis, three of 
them 50 cubits high, but that at the S.E. angle was 
70 cubits, and commanded a view of the whole 
Temple. 

The fortress was protected towards Bezctlia by 
an artifkbl fosse, so as to prevent its foundations 
from being assailed from that quarter. 
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It is certain, from several passa^, that the 
Fortress Antonia did not cover the whole of the 
northern front of the Temple area; and, as the 
second wall, that encircled the Lower City, enHwj at 
the fortress, it is clear that this wall could not have 
coincided with the modem wall at the N.E. quarter 
of the modem city. It is demonstrable, from several 
allusions and historical notice, that there must 
have been a considerable space between the second 
and third wall on the northern front of the Temple 
area. , 
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MARATHON 

Tlifi pbin of Mnmthon is open to a bay of the sea. 
on the E.^ and la shut in on the opposite aide by 
the heigtits of Brilessus {^bseqnently called' Pen- 
telicus) and DJacria^ wliich send forth roots ex* 
tending to the sea, and bounding the plain to the K. 
iind S- The principal shelter of the bay is afforded 
by a long rocky promontoiy to the anciently 
called Cy?i&sj 4 ra and now Sndflif. The plain b about 
6 miles in length and half that breadth in its broadt^st 
part. It is somewhat in the form of a half-moon, 
the inner curve of wlikH k bounded by the bay, 
and the outer by the range of mountains already 
described. 

There are four mads leadii^ out of the plain. 
I. One nins along tlte co^t by the stmth-westem 
extremity of the plain. Here the plain of Marathon 
opens into a narrow maritime plain, 3 miles in 
length, where the mountains fall so gradually 
towards the sea as to present no very defensible 
impediment to the communication between the 
MaralhonLa and the Mesogsea, The road afterwards 
passes through the valky between Pcntelicus and 
Hymettus, through tlie ancient demus of Pallcne, 
Tliis is the most level road to Athens^ and the onl^' 
one practicahle for carriages. It was the one b\^ 
which Pisistratus marched to Athens after landing 
at MEuathon. 2. The second road runs through 
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the pass of Vratta, so called from a small village of 
this name, situated in the southern of the two 
valleys, which branch off from the interior of the 
plain. This road leads through Cephisia into the 
northeni part of the plain of Athens. 3. The third 
road follows the vale of Mara/A^, the northern of 
the two valleys already named, in wiiieh lies the 
village of die same name, the largest in the district. 
The two valleys are separated from one another by 
a hill called Kotrom, vety rugged, but of no great 
height. This third road leads to Aphidtia, from 
which the plain of Athens may also be reached. 
4. The fourth road leaves the plain on the N.E. by 
a narrow pass between the northern marsh and a 
round naked rocky height called Mi. KordAi or 
Siavra&ordAL It leads to Rhamnus; and at the 
entrance of the pass stands the village of Lower SuL\ 

Three places in the Marat honian district particu¬ 
larly retain vestiges of ancient demi. r. rratid, 
wliich Leake supposes to be the site of the demus of 
Uarathon. It lies upon a height fortified by the 
ravine of a torrent, which descends mto the plain 
after flowing between Hf/s. Arga/iAi and A/oriimd, 
which are parts of Mt, Brilessus or Pentclicus. 

3. There are several fragments of antiquity 
situated at the head of the valley of MareiAdtut al 
a spot called Indi, which is no doubt the site of the 
ancient (Ena:, one of the four demi of the district. 

3 ' There are also evident remains of an ancient 
demus situated upon an insulated height in the 
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plain of Sw/i* ii&ar the entrance of the pass leading 
out of the Mamthoniaii plain to SiiK These ruins ate 
probably those of Tricarythm, the situation of which 
ajcjrces with the order of the maritime demi in Strabo, 
where immediately precedes Rbamnus. 

The site of Probalinihus is uncertain, bat it 
should probably be placed at the S.W. extremity 
of the Marathonian plain. This might be inferred 
from Strabo's enumeratjon, wUn mentions ftr^t 
Probahnihus, tlien JIarathort, and lastly Tricory^- 
thus. Between the southern maisfi and ML Afgu- 
tiki there arc foundations of buildings at a place 
called Valari, which is, perhaps, a corruption, of 
Prohalinthus, 

The principal monument in the Maratlioninn plain 
was ttie tumulus erected to the 192 Athenians w^ho 
were slain in the battle, and whose names were in¬ 
scribed upon ten piUaTs. one for each tribe, jdaced 
ux>on the tomb. There was also a second tumulus 
for the Plat scans and slaves, and a separate raomi- 
ment to MiltLadcs. All these monument& were 
seen by Pausanias 600 years after the battle. The 
tumulus of the Athenians still existSH It stands in 
the centre of the plain, about half a mile from the 
sea-shore. 

The exact ground occupied by the Creek and 
Persian armies at the battle of Marathon can only 
be a matter of conjecture, CoL Leake supposes 
that the Athenian camp was in the valley of Vrand 
near its opening into the pkin; that on the day of 
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battle the Athenian line extended froni a little in 
front of the Heracleum, at the foot of Mi. Argalfki, 
to the bend of the river of Maraihdna, below the 
village of Sc/iri; and that the Persians, who were 
8 stadia in front of them, had their right resting on 
Mt. Kcrdki, and their left extending to the southern 
marsh, which prevented them from having a front 
much greater than that of the Athenians. When 
the Persians defeated the Athenian centre, they 
pursued the latter up one or both of the two valleys 
on either side of Mt Kotr 6 ni, since Herodotus says 
that the pursuit continued quite into the interior. 
Nearly at the same time the Persian left and right 
were defeated; but instead of pursuing them, the 
Athenians returned towards the field to the aid of 
their own centre. Tlie Persian right fled tow-ards 
the narrow’ pass leading into the plain of Tricory- 
thus; and here numbers w'cre forced Into the marsli, 
ax Pausanias relates. 


MYCENdl (sometimes MVCENE) 

One of the most ancient towns in Greece, and 
celebrated as the residence of Agamemnon. It is 
situated at the north-eastern extremity of the plain 
of Argos upon a rugged height, which is shut in by- 
two commanding summits of the range of moun- 
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Min.; wliich borders this side oi the Aigeian plain. 
From its retired posilioji it is described by Homer 
as situated in a recess oi the Argeiau. land. The 
position was one ol great importxuace. In the first 
place it commanded the upper part oi the great 
Aigcian plain, which spread out under its walls 
towards the W. and S.; and secondly the most im¬ 
portant roads from the Cdrintlmm guU, the roads 
from Pblius, Ncmea. Clconm, and Corinth, unite m 
the mountain-T above Myceme, and pass under the 
height upon which the city stands. 

Tim rains of Mycejim arc stiU very extensive. 
,-md, with the exception of those of Tiryns, are more 
ancient than those of any other city in Greece. They 
belong to a period long antecedent to all historical 
tecoids, and may bo regarded as the genuine relics 
of the heroic .age. 

Mycenie consisted of an Acropolis and a lower 
town, each defended hy a waU. The Acropolis was 
situated on the summit of a steep hill, projecting 
from a higher mountiiin behind it. The lower town 
lay on the south-western slope of the hill, on ciUier 
side of which runs a torrent from E. to W, The 
Acropolis is in form of an irregular triangle, of which 
ihc base fronts the S.W,, and the apex the E. On 
the southern side the clifls are almost precipitous, 
overtianging a deep gorge; but on the northern side 
the descent is less steep and ragged. The summit 
of the hill is rather more than iQOO feet in length, 
and around the edge the ruined walls of the Aero- 
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jKilis still exist in their entire circuit, with the ex¬ 
ception o! a Siitia_ll open space above the precipitous 
cliff on the southern side, which perhaps was never 
defended by a wall. The vnUs arc more perlect 
than those of any other fortress in Greece j in some 
places they are 15 or 20 feet liigh. They are built 
of the dark-coloured limestone of the surrounding 
mountains. Some parts of the walls are built * like 
those of Tiryns. of huge blocks of stone of irregular 
shape^ no attempt being made to fit thetn into one 
another* and the gaps being filled up with smaller 
stones. But the greater part of the walls consists 
of polygonal stones^ skilfully hewn and fitted to one 
another, and their faces cut so as to give the masonrv^ 
a smooth appearance. The walb also present^ in 
a few parts^ a third species of masonryp in which the 
stones are constructed of blocks of nearly quad¬ 
rangular shape; this is the case in the approach 
lo the Gate of Lions. 

Tlie chief gate of the Acropolis is at the K.W. 
angle of the wall. It stands at right fingles to the 
adjoining wall of the fortress, and is approached by 
a pas^ge 50 feet long and 30 wide^ formed by that 
wall and by another exterior to it. The opening 
of the gateway widens from the top dow^nwards; but 
at least two-thirds of its height is now buried in 
ruins. The width at the top of the door is 9I feet* 
Tills door was fermed of tw'o massive uprights, 
covered with a third block* ig feet long. 4 feet wide* 
and 6 feet 7 inches high m the middle, but diminish- 
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ing at the two ends. Above this block is a triangular 
gap in the tnasoiuy ol the wall, formed by an oblique 
approximation of the side courses of stone, continued 
from each extremity of the lintel to an apex above 
its centre. The vacant space is occupied by a block 
of stone, lo feet high, 13 broad, and % thick, upon 
the Lice of which are sculptured two lions in low 
relief, standing on their hind-legs, upon either side 
of a covered piUar, upon which they rest their fore* 
feet. The column becomes broader towards the 
top, and is surmounted with a capital, formed of a 
row of four circles, enclosed between two parallel 
aUets, The heads of the animals are gone, together 
with the apex of the cone that surmounted the 
culumn. 

Besides the great Gate of Lions, there was a 
smaller gate or postern on the northern side of the 
Acropolis, the approach to which was fortihed in 
the same manner as that leading to the great gate. 
It is constructed of three great stones, and is 5 feet 
4 inches wide at the top. 

Near the Gate of Lions the wall of the lower 
city may be traced, extending from N. to S. In 
die lower tow'U arc four subterraneous buildings, 
which are evidently the same as those described by 
Pausanias, in which the Atreidae deposited their 
treasures. Of these tlic largest, called by the learned 
the "Treasury of Atreus," is in nrarly a perfect 
state of preservation. It is approached by a passage 
now in ruins, and contains two chambers. The 
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parage leads into a large ciiambei' ot a cauical form, 
about 50 feet in width, and 40 in height i and in this 
Gliamher there is a doorway leading into a small 
interior apartment. There are remains of a second 
subterraneous building near the Gate of Lions; and 
those of the two others ate lower down the hill 
lo^vards the W. 


OLYMPIA 

The Temple and Sacred Grove of Zeus Olympius, 
situated at a small distance W. of Pisa in PeLopon- 
nesus, It originally belonged to Pisa, and the 
plain in which it stood was called in more ancient 
times the pbin of Pisa; but after the dcstniction 
ijf this city by the Eleans in 572 b.c., the name of 
Olympia was extended to the whole district. Be¬ 
sides the Temple of Zeus Olympius, there were 
several other sacred edifices and public buildings 
in the Sacred Grove and its immediate neighbour¬ 
hood ; but there was no distinct town of Olympia. 

The plain of Olympia is open towards the sea on 
the W., but is surrounded on every other side by 
hills of no great height, yet in many places abrupt 
and precipitous. Their surface presents a series of 
sandy cliffs of light yellow' colour, covered with the 
pine, dex, and other evergreens. On entering the 
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valley Irom the the most conspicumis object is 
a bold and nearly insulated eminence rising on the 
N. from the level pbin in the form of an imgulai 
cone. This is Mi. Crenius, or the hiU of Cronus, 
wUkti is frequently noticed by Pindax and other 
ancient writers. The hills which bound the plain 
cm the S. are higher than the Cronian ridge^ and, 
like the latter* are covered with evergreens, with 
the exception of one bare summit* distant about 
half a niQc from the Alphcus. This Vp^ the ancient 
Typieus, from which women, who frequented the 
Olympic games, or crossed the river on forbidden 
da>^p were condemned to be hurled headlong. 
Another range of hills closes the vale of Olympm to 
the E,, at the foot of which runs the rivulet of 
Mirdka, On the W. the vale wnts bounded by tl^e 
Ciizdeas^ which flowed from N. to S. along the side 
of the Sacred Grove, and fell into th£' Alphens, This 
river rises at Lala in Mt* Phoioe, The Alpheus, 
’which flows along the southern edge of the plains 
constantly changed course, and has buried be¬ 
neath the new alluvial plain, or carried into the 
river, all the remains of buildings and monuments 
which stood in the southern part of the Sacred Grove. 

Olympia lay partly within and partly outside of 
tlie Sacrod Grove. This Sacred Grove bore from 
the most ancient times the name of Atiis. , It was 
adorned with trees, and in its centre there w^as a 
grove ol planes. On the W. it rail along the Ciadeus; 
on the S. its direction may be traced by a terrace 
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niiscd above the Alpliea^; on the E. it was bounded 
by the Stadhun. There were several gates in the 
wall, but the principal one, through which all the 
processions passed p was situated in the middle of the 
western side, and was called the Pompic Entrance. 
From this gate, a road, called the Pompie Way, ran 
across the Alt is, and entered the Stadium by a gate- 
Tvay on the eastern side. 

I- The Ofympicum, Olympium, or Temple of 2 euB 
Olympius. An Oracle of the Olympian god eadsted 
im this spot from the most ancient times^ and here 

temple was doubtless built, even before the 
Olympic games became a Pan-Hellenic festival. 
But after the conquest of Pisa and the surrounding 
cities by the Eleans in 572 B.C., the latter deter¬ 
mined to devote the spoils of tlie conquered cities 
to the erection of a new and splendid temple of the 
Olympian god. The architect was Libon of Elis, 
The temple was not, however, finished till nearly 
a century after^vards, at the period when the Attic 
school of art was supreme in Greece, and the Par¬ 
thenon on the Athenian Acropolis had thrown into 
the shade all previous works of art. Shortly after 
the dedication uf the Parthenon, the Eleans invited 
Phidias and his school of artists to remove to Elis, 
and adom the Olympian temple in a manner worthy 
of the king of the gods, Phidks probably remained 
at Olympia for four or five years from about 437 ex. 
to 434 or 433. The colossal statue of Zeus in the 
Celia and the figures in the pediments of the temple 
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were ex^utcd by Phidias ajid his associates. The 
pictorial embellislimeDts were the work of liis 
relative Panamiis. The temple stood in the south- 
western portion of the Altis, to the right hand of the 
Pompic Entrance, 

2. The Pehpiftm stood opposite the temple of 
ZeuS| on the other side of the Pompic Way. Its 
position is dehned by Pausankis, who says that it 
stood to the right of the entrance into the temple of 
Zeus and to the north of that building. It was an 
enclosure, containing trees and statues, having an 
opening to the W. 

3. The was the most important temple 

in the Altis after that of Zeus. It was also a Doric 
peripteral building. The two most remarkable 
monuments in the Her^um were the tablcp on which 
were placed the gatlands prepared for the victors 
in the Olympic contestSp and the celebrated chest 
of CypseluSp covered with figures in relief. 

4. The Greai AUur of is d^ribed by Fau- 
sanias as equidistant from the Pelopium and the 
HeTceuTn, and as being in front of them both. The 
total height of the altar was 22 feet. It had two 
platforms, of which the upper was made of the 
cinders of the thighs sacrificed on this and other altars. 

3. Ttie Column 9/ (EnQ 7 mu^ stoixi between the 
great altar and the temple of Zeus. It was said to 
have hebnged to the house of CEnomaus* and to 
have been the only part of the building which 
escaped when it was burnt by fightning. 
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6. The Mfiroumt or temple of the Mother of the 
Gods, was a large Doric buildiDgg situated within 
the Altis. 

7* Th^ Prytaneu 7 n is placed by Pausaiuas within 
tlie Altis, near the Gynmasiuin, which was outside 
the sacred enclosurs. 

8. The Souieutcrion, or CouncU-HtMsc, seems to 
have been near the Pr^i^eum. 

g« The Philippmm^ a circular buHdiiig, erected 
by Philip after the battle of Ch^ronea, was to the 
left in proceeding from the entrance of the Altis to 
the Prytanenm. 

10. The TAHir^jfeeBp a buildmg belonging to the 
superintendents of the sacrifices. 

11. The HippQddmhwhu^m^ from Hipfiodaniea, 
who was buried here^ was withiii the Altis near the 
Pompic Way* 

12. The Tempk 0/ ihe Olympian [lUhyia (Lucina) 
appears to have stood on the neck of Mt, Cronins. 

13. The Tenipk q/ the Olympian Aphrodita was 
neat that of Ilithyia. 

14. The Thesauri or TreasurieSy ten in niiinher* 
itere, like those of Delphi, built by different cities, 
for the reception of tlieir dedicatory offerings. They 
are described by Pausanias as standing to the N* 
of the Hersiim at the foot of Mt, Cronius, upon a 
platform made of the stone poros. 

15. statues of Zeus, erected from the pro¬ 
duce of fines levied upon ^athletsCp who had isolated 
the regub-tions of the games. They stood upon a 
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stone platform at the foot of Ml* Cronins^ to tbi: 
left oI 0 . person going trom the MetriQiiiii to the 
Stadhun. 

16. The Studio of Phidias, which wbs outside 
the Ahis^ and near the Pompic Entrance. 

17. The L^onidi^um, built by Leomdas, a native, 
was near the Studio oi Phidias. Here the Roman 
magistrates w^ere lodged in the time of Pansaniaa. 

18. The Cymnojiiim, also outside the Altis, and 
near the northern entrance into it. Near the 
Gymnasium was (ig) tlie Pal^tsi^a, 

. and 21. The Stadium and the Hippodram€ 
were two of the most iiiiportant sites at Olytnpia* as 
together they formed the place of exhibition for ali 
the Olympic contests. 

The Stadiimi is dasetibed by Pausanias as a 
mnund of earth, upon which there was a scat for the 
Hellanodic®, and over against it an altar of mnrble* 
on which sat the priestess of Demeter Chamyne to 
behold the games. There were two entrances into 
tlie Stadium, the Pompic and the Secret, The 
latter, through which the Hellanodicse and the 
agonistffi enteredp was near the Zaoes* the former 
probably entered the area in front of the rectiltDear 
extremity of the Stadium. 

One side of the Hippodrome was longer than the 
other,^and was formed by a mound of earth. There 
was a passage through tins ^de leading out of the 
Hippodrome; and near the passage was a kind oi 
circular altar* called Taraxippus, or the terrificr of 
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horses, because the horses were frequently seized 
with terror in passing it, so that chariots were 
broken. Beyond the Taraxippus were the terminal 
pillars, round which the chariots turned. On one 
oi them stood a brazen statue of Hippodamea about 
to bind the taenia on Pelops alter his victory. The 
other side of the Hippodrome was a natural heiglit 
of no great elevation. On its extremity stood the 
Temple of Dcmetcr Chamyne. The course of the 
Hippodrome appears to Lave been two diauli. or 
four stadia. 

23 . The Thcaire b tnentioned by Xci^fjphoo. but 
it does not occur in the description of PausanJas. 

Besides the buildings already mentioned, there 
wTis a very large nmuber of statues in every part 
ol the Sacred Grove, many ol which were made by 
the greatest masters of Grecian art. 


POMPEII 

An ancient city ol Campania, situated on the coast 
t>f the beautiful gulf called the Crater or Bay g/ 
at the mouth cf the river Samus* and im¬ 
mediately at the foot of Mt. Vesuvius. It was 
intemediate between Herculaneum and Stable. 

The famous eruption of Vesuvius in 79, buried 
Pompeii, as well os Herculaneum, under a dmse 
bed of aslies and cinders. The loss of lile in the 
former city was the greater, berause the inhabitants 
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were assembled in the theatre at the time when the 
catastrophe took place* 

The area occupied by the ancient city was an 
irregular oval, about ^ miles in circumference. It 
was surrounded by a wall, wliich is stiJi preserved 
round the whole of tlie city^ e^ecept on the side 
towards the sea. There were seven gates, the moat 
considerable and ornamental of which was that 
which lormed the entrance to the city by the high 
road trom Herculaneum: tlic others have been 
colled respectively the Gate of Vesuvius, the Gate 
of Capua, the Gate of Nola, the Gate of the Samus, 
the Gate of StabixT. and tlie Gate of the Theatres. 
The entrances to the town from the side of the sea 
had ceased to be gates, thero being no longer any 
walls on that side. The walls were strengthened 
with an Agger or rampart; faced with masonry, and 
having a parapet or outer Widl on its external 
front: they were further fortified at interv'als with 
square towers, which in some p^urts occur regularly 
at about loo yards from each other, in other parts 
are added much more daringly. 

The general plan of the city is very regular, and 
the greater part of the streets run in straight hnes: 
but the principal line of street* which runs from the 
Gale of Herculaneum to the Forum, is an exception, 
being irregular and crooked as well as verj^ narrow. 
Though it must undoubtedly have been one of the 
chief thoroughfares of the city, and the line followed 
by the high road from Capua. Ncapolis, and Rome

itself, it docs not exceed 12 or 14 feel in width, in- 
dueling the raised footpaths on each side, so tiiai 
the carriage-way could only have admitted the 
passage of one %"ehicle at a time. Some of the oth er 
streets are broader ; but few of them exceed 20 feet 
in width, and the widest yet found is only about 30, 
They are uniformly paved with lai^e polygonal 
blocks of hard lava or basalt. The principal streei 
was crossed, a little before it reached the Fonun, bv 
a long straight line of street which, passing by*the 
Temple of Fortune, led direct to the Gate of Nola. 
In the angle formed by the two stood the public 
baths or Thenme, and between these and the Temple 
of Fortune a short broad street led direct to tlie 
Forum, of which it seems to have formed the prin¬ 
cipal entrance. From the Forum two other parallel 
streets struck off in an easterly direction, which 
have been followed till they cross another main line 
of street that leads from the Gate of Vesuvius 
directly ajcross the city to the gate adjouung the 
tlieatres. This last line crosses the street already 
noticed, leading from the Gate of Nola westward, 
and the two divide the whole city into four quarters, 
though of irregular size. 

The Forum WciS ^tuated in the S.W. quarter of 
the city* and was distant about 400 yards hrom the 
Gate of Herculaneum. As was commonly the case 
in ancient times* it w'as surrounded by the principal 
public buildings, and was evidently the centre of 
the life and movement of the ciri^ The extent of 
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it was not, however, great; the actual open space 
(exclusive of the porticoes w'hich surrounded it) did 
not exceed 160 yards in length by 35 in breadth, 
and a part of this space was occupied by the Temple 
of Jupiter. It was surrounded on three sides bv a 
Grecian-DDric portico or colonnade, which appears 
to have been surmounted by a gallery or upper 
story, though no part of this is now preserved. It 
would seem that this portico had replaced an older 
axca^le on the eastern side of the Forum, a portion 
of which still remains, so that this alteration was 
not yet completed when the cataBtrephe took place. 
At the N- end of the Forum, and pm)ecting out 
into the open area, are the remains of an edifice 
wliich must have been much the most magnificeut 
of any in the city. It is commonly knu^m, with 
at least a plausible foundation, as the Temple of 
Jupiter; others dispute its being a temple at all, 
and have called it the SenacuJum^ or place of meet¬ 
ing of the local senate* It was raised on a podium 
or base of considerable elevation, and had a portico 
of six Corintluan columns in front. M the N.E, 
angle of tlie Fomm^ adjoining the Temple of Jupiter, 
stood an arch W'hich appears to have been of a trium¬ 
phal character, though now deprived of all its orna- 
ments: it was the principal entrance to the Fomin, 
and the only one by which it was accessible to 
carriages of any description. On the E. side of the 
Fomm wore four edifices, all tinquesiionably of u 
public character. The first (towards the N.) is

gtitiendly kuDivn as the Pantheon* from its hitving 
rnntained an altar in the centre- with twelve 
jicdcstals placed in a circle roiind it, uliich are snp- 
I>o5fed to have suppurlcd &talne$ of the twelve chief 
gods. Next to this building m one which is com¬ 
monly r^arded as the CtirLi or Semculirm; it had 
a portico of tinted columns of white marble p which 
ranged with those of the general portico that sur¬ 
rounded the Forum. 5 * of ihb again is a building 
commonly called the TempLe of Mcrcuiyi of small 
sisge and very irregular form. Between this and 
the street knomi as the Street of the SilversTuiths, 
which issued from the Forum near its S.E. angle* 
was a large building whichp as wc leam Irom an 
mscription still exbting* was erected by a female 
priestess named Eumachia. It consists of a large 
and spacious area (aboat 130 feet by 65) surrounded 
by a colonnade, and having a nused platform at 
the end wdth a semicireular recq$s similar to that 
usually found in a BasiLica. 

Ttie S. end of the Forum was occupied by three 
buildings of very similar chitmcter, standing side bv 
side, each consisting of a single baU with an apse 
or semicircular recess nt the further extremity. 
Tlie most probable opiniou is that th<^se were the 
courts of justice* in w^hich the tribunals held thdr 
sittings. The western side of the Forum was prin¬ 
cipally occupied by a Basflica, and a large temple 
which is commonly caUed the Temple of Venus. 
The fonner is the lai^est building in Pompeii: U 
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IS of an oblong form, 220 feet in length by 80 in 
breadth, and abutted endwise on the Forum, from 
which it was entered by a vestibule with five door¬ 
ways. The roof was supported by a j^eristyle of 
28 Ionic columns of large size* but built of brickp 
coated with stucco. Tiiere is a raised tribunal at 
the further end* but no apse, which is usually found 
in buildings of this class. Between this edifice and 
the temple is a street of greater width than usual, 
which extends from the Forum in a westerly direc¬ 
tion, and probably communicated with the port. 
The Temple of Venus, on the N. side of this street, 
was an extensive building consisting of a periptend 
temple with a small ctila. elevated on a podium or 
basement* suiTOunded by a much more extensive 
portico, and the whole ag^n enclosed by a wall* 
forming the peribolus or sacred enclosure. All parts 
of the building are profusely decorated with paint¬ 
ing. The temple itscU is Corinthiaii* but the columns 
of the portico seem to have been originEslIv Boric, 
though aftenv-ards clumsily transformed into Corin¬ 
thian* or rather an ow^kward iinitation of CorinthiEm* 
Tlic buildings at the N.W* csomer of the Forum are 
devoid of arcliitectimd character* and seem to have 
served as the public gnmarics and prbons. 

Tlie open area of the Forum was paved with 
broad slabs of a kind of marble, thus showing that 
it was never designed for the traffic of any kind of 
vehicles. It was adorned with numerous statues, 
the pedestals of which still remain: they are all of 
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white marble, but the statues themselves have xini- 
formly disappeared. 

Besides the temples which surrounded the Forum, 
the remains oI four others have been discovered; 
three of which are situated in the immediate vicinity 
of the theatres. Of these the moat interesting is 
one which stood a little to the S.W. o£ the great 
theatre, near the wall of the city, and which is 
evidently much more ancient than any of the other 
temples at Pompeii: it is of the Doric order and of 
pure Greek style, but of very ancient character. 
Dnforturuitely only the basement and a lew capitals 
and other architectural fragmeuts remain. It is 
comtnonly called the Temple of Hercules. It stood 
in an open area of considerable extent, and of a 
triangular form, surrounded on two sides by por¬ 
ticoes; but this area, which is commonly called a 
Forum, has been evidently constructed at a much 
later period, and with no reference to the temple, 
which is placed very awkwardly in relation to it. 
Another temple in the same quarter of the town, 
immediately adjoining the great theatre, is interest¬ 
ing because we learn with certainty from an in¬ 
scription that it W'os consecrated to Isis, and had 
been rebuilt by N. Popidius Celsinus " from the 
foundations” after its ovcrtlirow in the great 
earthquake of A.D. 63. It is of a good style of 
architecture, but built chiefly of brick covered with 
stucco (only the capitals and shafts of the columns 
brin g of a soft Stone), and is of small size. Like 
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most ol tlie temples at Pompeii, it consists of a cella, 
niised on an elevated podium, and surrounded eX’ 
tcnuUy by a more extensive portico. Adjoining 
this temple v-as another, the smaUest yet found at 
Pompeii, and in no way remarkable. It has been 
variously called the Temple of jEscubpius, and 
that of Jupiter and Juno, 

The only temple which remains to be noticed is 
one situated about 6o yards N, of the Forum at 
the angle fonned by the long main street leading 
to the Gate of Nob, with a short broad street 
which led from it direct to the Forum. This 
was tlic Temple of Fortune, as we learn from an 
inscription. 

Pompeii po^csSf;d two Theatres and an Am phi- 
theatre. The former were situated close together; 
the larger one being intended and adapted for 
theatrical performances ]iroperly so called; the 
smaller one serving as an Odeum, or theatre for 
music. Both are unquestionably of JSoman date, 

Adjoining the two theatres, and arranged so as 
to have a direct communication with both, is a large 
quadrangular court or area (183 feet long by 14S feet 
wide), surrounded on all sides by a Doric portico. 
On the W. of this, as well as of the great theatre, 
was the triangular area or fomm in which the 
Greek temple was situated. The opening of this 
on the N., where it communicated with the street, 
was ornamented by a port co or Propybmn com¬ 
peted of eight Ionic columns of very elegant style. 
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but consisting of the common volcanic tufOj cased 
with stticco« 

The Amphitheatre is sitnated at the distance of 
above 500 yards from the theatres, at the extreme 
S^. angle of the city. It offers no very remarkable 
differences from other edifices of the same bind; its 
dimensions {430 feet by 335) are not sneh as to 
place it in the first rank even of provincial struc¬ 
tures of the class; and from being in great part 
excavated out of the soil, it has not the imposing 
architectural character of the amphitheatres, of 
Verona, Nemausus. or Pola. It had Z4 rows of 
seats, and about 20,000 feet of sitting-room, so 
that it was adapted to receive at least 10,000 
spectators. 

The only public bnildmg which remains to bi; 
noticed is that of the ThermEc or Baths, which 
were situated in the neighbourhood of the Forum, 
adjoining the short street which led into it from the 
Temple of Fortune, 

The streets were narrow, but with few exception^ 
straight and regular, and the houses were certainly 
low, seldom exceeding tw'o stories in height; and 
even of these the upper story seems to have con¬ 
sisted only of inferior rooms, a kind of garrets, pro¬ 
bably serving for the sleeping-rooms of slaves, and 
in some cases of the females of the family. It is 
only on the W. side of the city, where the ground 
slopes steeply towards the sea, that houses are 
found which consisted of three stories or more.

Ejctemally the houses had Jittle or nothing of an 
omamenU] character: not a single instance has 
been found of a portico before a private house; and 
towards the street they presented either dead walls, 
ynih here and there few small and scanty openings 
as windo^vs, or ranges of shops, for the most part 
low and mean in character* even w'heci they ciccupied 
fas was often the case) the front of dwellings of a 
superior description. 

The style of decoration of 11>C5C houses presents 
very genenJ nniionnity of character. The walls 
are almost invariably ornamented with painting, the 
atrium and peristyle being decorated with columns: 
but these are composed only of a soft and coarse 
stone (volcanic tufo) covered with stucco. The 
floors are generally eoiiched with mosaics, some of 
which possess a very high degree of merit as works 
of art. The most beautiful yet discovered adorned 
the house known as the House of the Faun* from a 
bronze statue of a danciug Faun which was also 
found m it. 

Outside the gate leading to Herculaneum, in a 
kind of suburb, stands a house of a diflorent de¬ 
scription, being a suburban villa of considerable 
extent, and adapted to have been the abode of a 
person of considerable wealth. From the greater 
space at command this villa c.ompris<^ much that is 
not foimd in the houses within the town; among 
othere a large court or garden (Xystus)* a complete 
suite of private baths, etc Between this villa and 
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the gate of the city are the remains of another viila^ 
^id to be on a larger scale and more richly decorated 
than the one just described; but its mms, which 
were excavated in X764^ were filled up again p and 
are not now \'isib 1 e* The lapptoach to the Gate of 
Herculaneum is bounded on both sides by rows of 
tombs or sepulchral moninrtentSp extendlTig with 
only CMTcasional interruptions for above 400 yards. 
Many of them are on a very considerabk scale p both 
of size and architectural character. 

Besides the tombs and the two villas already 
nnticedp tlierc Imve been loimd the remains of shops 
and small houses outside the Gate of HerciiLmexim, 
and there would appear to have been on this side of 
the city a considerable suburb. We have as yet no 
evidence of the existence of any suburbs outside the 
other gates. It is evident that any csiimale of the 
popuLition of Pompeii must be very vague and un¬ 
certain; but still, from our accurate knowledge of 
the space it occupied, as well as the character of the 
houses, we may arrive at sotmething like an appfoxi- 
maiioUp and it seems certain that the population of 
the town itself could not have exceeded about 
20,000 jwrsons. 
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SALAMIS j 

An island lymg betwem tlic western coast of 
Attica and the eastern coast of Megam^ and fotmmg 
the southern boundary of the bay of Eletists. It is 
separated from the coasts both of Attica and ol 
Megaris by only a narrow channel Its form is thai 
of an irr^lar semicircle towards the W.p with many 
small indentations along the coast. Its greatest 
length, from N* to S., is about id miles, and its width, 
in its broadest part, from E. to W., is a little more. 
Its length is correctly given by Strabo as from 70 
to So stadia. 

The old city of Salarnis^ the residence of the 
Tdamonian AjaXp stood upon the southern side of 
the island towards ^Egina^ 

When Salamis became an Atlienian demus, a new 
city was built at the head of a bay upon the easletn 
side of the island» and opposite the Attic coast. In 
the time of Pausanias this city also had fallen into 
decay* There remained, however* a ruined agora 
and a temple of AjoXj containing a statue of the 
hero in ebony i also a temple of Artemis, the trophy 
erected in honour of the victory gained over the 
Persians* and a temple of Cychreus. Pausanias has 
not mentioned the statue of SohiUp which was erected 
in the agora, with one hand covered by his mantle. 
In Salamis there was a promontory Sciradium 
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a temple of the god of war, erected by 
Solon, because he there defeated the Megarians. 

Budorum was the name of the western promouton' 
of Salamb, and distant only 3 miles from Nis^, the 
port of Megaxa. On this pcninstthi there was a 
fortress of the same name. In the attempt whicli 
the Peloponnesians made m 429 b,c. to surprise 
Pirseeus, they first sailed from Nissea to the pro¬ 
montory of Budonim, and surprised the fortress; 
hut after ovemmning the island, they retreated 
without venturing to attack Piraeus. 

Salamis is chiefi^'* memorable on account of tfa^ 
great battle fought off its coast, in which the Persian 
fleet of Xerxes was defeated by the Greeks, 4S0 B.c. 
Th^ battle took place in the strait between the 
eastern part of the bland and the coast of Attica, 
The Grecian fleet was drawn up in the small bay in 
front ol the town of Salamis, and the Persian fleet 
opposite to them oS the coast of Attica. Thf. 
battlc was witnessed by Xerxes from the Attic 
coast, who had erected for himself a lofty throne on 
one of the projecting dech^dties of Mt. ^galaos. 
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SPARTA 

The capital of Laconia, and the chief city of 
Pdtjpomiesos, It was also called Laccdattton, which 
was the original name of the coimtiy. Sparta stood 
at the upper of the middle vale of the Eurotas, 
and upon tlie right bank of the river. The city was 
built upon a range of low hiUs, and upon an adjoining 
plain stretching S.E, to the river. These hills are 
offshoots of Mt. Taygetos, and rise almost hnmedi- 
ately above the river. Ten stadia S. of the point 
where the (Etms flows into the Eurotas, the latter 
river is divided into two arms by a small island over¬ 
grown with the oleander, where the foundations of 
an ancient bridge are vistble. This is the most 
important point in the topography of the site of 
Sparta. Opposite to this bridge the range of hills 
rises upon which the ancient city stood; while a 
hollow way leads through them into the plain to 
Magiiia, a village situated about haU-way between 
Misird and the island of the Eurotas. Upon emerg¬ 
ing from this hollow into the plain, there rises on 
the left hand a hiU, the south-western side of which 
is occupied by the theatre. The centre of the build¬ 
ing was excavated out of the hill; but the two wings 
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of the cavea were entirely artificial, beiog bailt of 

enormous masses of quadrangular stoues. Tlie ex¬ 
tremities of the two wings are about 430 feet fn^m 
one another, and the diameter or length of the 
orchestra is about 170 feet. There are traces of a 
wall around tliis hilh wlucli also embraces a con^ 
sidcrable part of the adjoming plain to the E. 

This hill b the largest of all the Spartan heights, 
and is distinguished hy the wall which surrounds it, 
and by containing traces of foundations of some 
ancient buildings. From it two smaller hdls pro¬ 
ject towards the Eurotas, parallel to one anotheTj 
and which may be legarded as portions of the larger 
hill. Upon the more southerly of the two there are 
considerable remains of a circular brick building- 
West of this building is a valley in tire form of a 
horse-shoe, enclosed by walb of earth, and ap¬ 
parently a stadium p to wliich its length nearly 
corresponds* 

To the of the hollow way leading from the 
bridge of the Eurotas to Magith there is a small 
insulated lull, with a flat summit, but higher and 
more precipitous than the larger hill to the S. of 
this way* 

The two hills above mentioned* N. and S. of this 
hollow way* formed the northern half of Sparta* 
The other portion of the city occupied the plain 
between the southern hill and the rivulet falling 
into the Eurotas. 
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The ate of Sparta differs from that of almost all 
Grecian cities. Protected by the lofty ramparts of 
mountains, with which nature had sumumded their 
fertile valley, the Spartans were not obliged, like 
the other Creeks, to live within the walls of a city 
pent up in luutDw streets^ but continued tn dwell 
in the mid&t of their plantations and gardens, in 
their original village trim. It was this rural freoiom 
and comfort which formed the chief charm and 
beauty of Sparta. 

It must not, however, be supposed that Sparta 
was destitute of handsome public buildings. The 
temples of the gods were built with great magnifi^ 
cence, and the spoils of the Persian wars were eni- 
ployed in the erection of a beautiful stoa in the 
Agora, with figures of Persians in white marble 
upon the coluiims, among which Pausanias admired 
the statues of Mardonms and Artemisia, 

Sparta contiimed unfortified during the whole 
period of autonomous Greciaii history; and it was 
first surrounded with walls in tlie Macedonian period. 
We learn from Polybius that its walls were 48 stadia 
in ciiciimference. 

It has been observed that Sparta resembled Rome 
in its site, comprehending a number of contiguous 
hills of little height or boldness of cbamctcr. It 
also resembled Rome in being formed out of several 
earlier settlements, which existed before the Dorian 
conqufst* and gradually coalesced with the later 
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city, which fomided in their midst. These 
earlier places were four in numbLT, Pitane, Lining 
or Linmffinm, Mesoa, and CjTiosura, which were 
united by a common sacrifice to Artemis. Pitane 
was at the ford of the Enrotas, and consequently in 
the northera part of the city. It was the favourite 
and fashionable place of residence at Sparta, We 
are also told tliat Pitane was near the temple and 
stronghold of Issorium. Lining was situated upon 
the Eurotas, having derived its name from the 
marshy ground which once ejiisted there; and as 
the Dromus occupied a great part of the lower levd 
towards the southern extremity, it is probable that 
Limne occupied the northern. It is probable that 
Mesoa was in the S.E. part of the city, and Cynosura 
in the S.W. . 

In the midst of these separate quarters stood the 
Acropolis and the Agom, w'here the Dorian invadtnj 
first planted themselves. 

The chief building r*n the Acropolis was the temple 
of Athena Chalcicccus, the tutdarj' godded of the 
city. It was said to liave been begim by Tyndareus, 
but was long afterwards completed by Gitiadas, who 
was celebrated as an architect, statuary, and poeL 
He caused the whole building to be covered with 
plates of brome or brass, whence the temple was 
*^ed the Brazen House, and the goddess loedved 
the snmame of Chakioecus. On the bronze plates 
there were represented in relief the labours of 
Hercules, the exploits of the Dioscuri, Hephistus 
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releasing lua mother from her chains, the Nymphs 
arming Perseus for his expedition against Medusa^ 
the birth of Athena, and Amphitrite and Po^don, 
Gitiadas also made a brazen statue of tlie goddess. 
The Braieti House stood in a sacred enclosure of 
considerable extent. surrounded by a stoa or colon¬ 
nade, and containing several sanctuaries. There 
was a separate temple of Athena Ergane. Near the 
southern Etna was a temple of Zens Cosmetas, and 
before it the tomb of T)Tidareus: tl^e western stoa 
contained two eagles, bearing two victories, dedi¬ 
cated by LySander in dQminejnoration of his victories 
over the Athenians. To the left of the Brazen House 
was a tecnple of the Muses; behiiid it a temple of 
Ares Areia, with very ancient wooden statues; and 
to its right a very ancient statue of Zeus Hypatus, 
by Learchus of Rhegium, parts of which were fastened 
together with nails. Near the altar of the Brazen 
House stood two statues of Pausankts, and also 
statues of Aphrodite Ambologcra (delaying old age), 
and of the brothers Sleep and Deaths 
The Agora was a spacious place, surrounded with 
colonnades, from which the streets issued to the 
diflfereat quarters of the city. Here were the public 
buildings of the magisimtes,—the council-house of 
the Gerusia and senate, and the offices of the Ephori, 
Nomophylaces, and BidiaeL The most splendid 
building was the Persian stoa, which had been fre¬ 
quently repaired and enlarged, and was still perfect 
when Pausanias visited the city. Tlie Agora con- 
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tained stat^ies of Julius Caesar and Augustus; in 
the Litter was a brazen statue of the prophet Agias. 
There was a place called Chorus, marked off from 
the rest of the Agora, because the Spartan youths 
here danced in honour of Apollo at the festival of the 
Gymnopaidia. This place was adorned with statues 
of the Pythian deities, Apollo, Artemis, and Leto; 
and near it were temples of Earth, of Zeus Agor^us, 
of Athena Agoraea, of Apollo, of Poseidon Asphaleus, 
ajid of Hera, In the Agora was a colossal statue 
representing the people of Sparta, and a temple of 
the Moers or Fates, near which was the tomb of 
Orestes. Near the tomb of Orestes was the statue 
of King Poiydoms, whose effigy was used as the seal 
of the state. Here, also, was a Hermes Agorxus 
bearing Dionysus as a cliild, and the old Ephorea, 
where the Ephois originally administered justice, 
in which were the tombs of Epimenides the Cretan 
end of Apharcufl the /Eolian king. 

The Agora was near the Acropolis. Eycurgus, 
it is said, when attacked by his opponents, fled for 
refuge from the Agora to the Acropolis; but was 
overtaken by a fiery youth, who struck out one of 
his eyes. At the spot where he was wounded, 
Lycn^us founded a temple of Optiletis or Ophthal¬ 
mitis, which must have stood immediately above 
the Agora. Plutarcli says that it lay within the 
ievunvs of the Brazen House; and Pausanias men¬ 
tions it, in descending from the Acropolis, on the 
way to the so-called Alpiiun, beyond which was a 
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ttmple of Aimnon, zmd probably also a temple of 
Artemis Cnagiap The Agora loiiy be placed in the 
ij'reat hollow E. ol the Acropolis. Its position is 
most clearly marked by Pausanias, whOt going 
westwards from the Agora, arrived immediately 
at the theatre, after passing only the tomb of 
Brasidas. 

The principal street, leading out of tlie Agora* was 
named Aphetais. It ran towards the ^uthem wall, 
through the most level part of the city* and 
iKirdercd by a sncccssioti ol remarkable monnmeiits. 
First came the house of King Polydorus, named 
Booneta, because the state purchased it from his 
vridow for same oxen. Next came the office of the 
Bidtxi, who originally had the inspection of the 
raoft-course; and opposite was tJic temple of Athena 
Cclfiuthca* with a statue of the godded dedicated 
by Ulysses. Lower dawn the Aphetais occurred the 
of tops* Amphiaraus* and Ldexj^—the sanc- 
Luaiy of Poseidon Tafniuius,—a statue ol Athena, 
dedicated by tlie Tarentini^—-the place called HeL 
Icnium* so called because the Greeks are said to have 
lidd connsel there either before tlic Persian or the 
Trojan wars,—the tomb of Talthybius,—an altar 
of ApoUo Acritas,—a place sacred to the earth 
named Gaseptum —a statue of Apollo Maleates.— 
and close to the city w'alls the temple of Dictymna, 
;ind the royal sepilclims of the Eurypontid^, 
Pausanias then returns to the Hellenium, probably 
to the other side of the Apbetais^ w here he mentions 
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a sanctuary cpf Arsmoe; then a temple oi Artemis 
near the so-called Phruria, which were perhaps the 
temporary fortifications thrown up before the com¬ 
pletion of the city walls j next the tomb;; of the 
Tamidre, the Elean prophets,—sanctuaries of Maro 
and Alphcus, who fell at Thermopylae,—the temple 
of Zeus Tropaeus, btfilt by the Dorians after con¬ 
quering the AchEcan inhttbitants of Laconia^ and 
especially the Amy clan,—the temple of the mother 
ni the gods.—and the h^roa of Hippol^lus and 
Anion. The Aphetais upon quitting the city joined 
tiie great Ilyncinthian mad which led to the Amy- 
clajum. 

The next most important street leading from the 
-Vgora ran in a south-easterly direction. It is 
usually called Scias. Near the Scias was a round 
structure, containing statues of the Olympian Zeus 
and Aphrodite; next came the tombs of Cymortas, 
Castor* Idas, and Lynceiis* and a temple oi Core 
Sotira, The other buildings along this street or 
in this direction, if there was no street, were the 
temple of Apollo Cameus, — a statue of Apollo 
Apheteus,—a quadrangular place surrounded with 
cnlonnsidea, where anall-wares were anciently sold— 
an altar sacred to Zeus* Athena, and the Dioscuri* 
all Eumamed Ambulii. Opposite w^as the place 
called Coloua and the temple of Dionysus Colonatas, 
Hear the Colona was the temple of Zens Euanemus. 
On a neiglibouring hiU was the temple of the Argive 
Hera, and the temple of Hera Hyperchiria, con* 
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taioui^ an ancient wooden statue of Aphrodite Hera, 

To the right of this hill was a statue of Hetoemoclcs^ 
who had gainod the victory in the Olympic gamt^. 

After describing the streets leading from the 
Agora to the 5 . and S.E., Pausanias next mentions a 
third street, running westward from the AgOra, It 
led past the theatre to the royal sepulchres of the 
Agiadce. In front of the theatre were the tombs of 
Pausanias and Leonidas. 

After proceeding to the tomb of Tsmafns, and the 
s&netuaries of Poseidon Hippocurius and the jEgi-^ 
net an Artemis, Pansanias ret urns to the Le&che, near 
wliich was the temple of Artemis Issoria, also called 
Uirmaaa. Pausanias next mentions the temples of 
Thetis, of Demeter Chthonia, of S^pis, and of the 
Ol3^npian Zeus. He then reached the Drnmua, 
wldch was used in Ids day as a place for miming. 
It extended along the stream southwards^ and conr 
lained gymnasia. The Roman amphitheatre and 
the stadium were included in the [n the 

Dromus was a statue of Hercules, near which* but 
outside the Dromus, was the house of Menelaus. 
Proceeding from the Dromus occurred the temples 
of tlie Dioscuri, of the Graces, of Ihthyia. of 
Apollo Cameins* and of Artemis Hegemoue: on the 
right of the Dromus was a statue of Asclcpius 
Agnitas; at tho hcgiiming cif the Dromus Uicre 
were statues of the Dhjscuri Aphetarii: and a little 
further the hAroum of AJeon and the temple of 
Poseidon Doruatites. 
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Soutli of the DromD^ was a broadt^r level, which 
was called PlatanistaSp from the plane-trees with 
which it was thickly planted. It is described as a 
round island, formed by streains of running water, 
and was entered by two bridges, on each of which 
there was a statue of Hercules at one end and of 
Lycurgus at the other. The h^foum of Cynisca, 
the first female who conquered in the chariot-race 
in the Olympic games, stood close to the Plataniston, 
which was bordered upon one side hy a colonnade. 
Behind this colonnade there were sevend heroic 
monxiinents, among which were those of Alcunus* 
Enaraephonis. of Doreens* with the lountain Dtirceia, 
and of Sebnis. Near the latter was the sepulchre 
of the poet Aleman; this was followed by the sanc¬ 
tuary of Helena and that of Hercules* with the 
monument of (Eoniis. The temple of Hercules was 
close to the city walls. Since the poet Aleman^ 
whose tomb was in this district, is described as a 
citizen of Mesoa. it is probable that this was the 
position of Mesoe, the name of which might indicate 
a tract lying between two rivers. 

After re^hmg the S^, extremity of the city,, 
Fausajiias returns to the Drotnus. Here he men¬ 
tions two waysr the one to the right leading to a 
temple of Athena Axiopoenus, and the other to the 
left to another temple of Athena* founded by Theras* 
near which was a temple of Hippostbenes^ and an 
ancient wooden statue of Enyalius in fetters. He 
then describes the painted Lesebe, with its siittound- 
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iDg hcrm of Cajdmus. (Eolycris, and Amphilo- 

chus, imd the temple of Hem ^gophagus. He 
afterwards netiiros to the theatTe, and mentions the 
different mojinments in its neighbourhood: among 
which were a temple of Poseidon Genethlius, hertfa 
of Cleodacus and CEbalus^ a temple of Asclepius^ 
near the Boonet a. with the hcmim of TeJeclus on 
its left; on a height not far distant, an ancient 
temple of Aphindite armed, upon an upper story of 
which was a second temple of Apliroditc Morpho; 
in its neighbourhood was a temple of Hiheim and 
Pheebe, containing their statues, and an egg sns- 
pended from the roof, said to liavo been that of Lcda. 
Pausauias next mentions a house, named Chiton, in 
which was woven the robe for the Amycla^an Apollo; 
and on the way towards the city gates the heroa of 
Chiloii and Athenaeus. Near the Chiton was the 
house of Phormiort, who hospitably entertained the 
Dioscuri when they entered the city as strangers, 
Pausanias next mentions a temple of Lycuigus; 
behind it the tomb of his son Eucosmus* and an 
altar of Lathria and j?Vlexandra: opposite the temple 
iiVere monuments of Theopompus and Eurybiades* 
and the of Astrabacus. In the place called 

Limnasum stood the temples of Artemis Orthia and 
Leto. Tliis temple of Artemis Ortlda was the 
common place of mccling for the four villages of 
Pitanc^ Mesoa, Cynosura, and Limna^. Limns was 
partly in the city and partly in the suburbs. 
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SYRACOSiE 

The most powerful and unportaiit of all Ih^ Greek 
cities in Sicily, situated on the E. coast of the island, 
about midway between Cat ana and Cape Paehynus. 

Syracuse was situated on a table-land or tabular 
hilC forming the prolongation of a ridge wliidi 
branches off Irom the more elevated table-land of the 
interior^ and projects quite dowm to the sea, between 
the bay Imown as the Great Harbour of Syracuiie 
and the more extensive bay which stretches on the 
N. as far as the peninsula of Ttmpsus or Magnisi. 
The broad end of the kind of promontory thus 
formed, which abuts upon the sea for a dhitance of 
about miles, may be considered as the base of a 
Lrian’gulai plateau wdikh extends for above 4 miles 
into the interior, having its apex formed by the 
point now called MQngibdiistt wtucli was occupied 
by the ancient fort of £^«ryii/MS. This communi* 
cates by a narrow ridgo with the table-land of the 
interior, but is still a marked point of sepaCiition. 
and was the highest point of the ancient city, from 
whence the table-land slopes very gradually to the 
sea^ Though of small elevation, this plateau is 
bounded on all sides by precipitous banks or cliffs, 
varying in height^ but only accessible at a few points. 
It may be considered as naturjiUy divided into two 
portions by a slight valley or depression ninrung 
actoss jt from N. to S.. about a mile from the sea: 
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oi these the upper or triangular partioR was kno^n 
as Epiptfkt^ the eastern portion adjoining the sea 
Ixire the name of iic/irsiimi, which thus forms 
in some degree a distinct and separate plateau* 
tliough belonging, in fact, to the same mass with 
Epi^Kjhe. 

Tlic S.E. angle of the plateau is separated from 
the Great Harbour by a small tract of low and lavcl 
ground, opposite to which lies the island of Orlygia, 
a low islet about a mile in length, extending across 
the month of the Great Harbour, and originally 
divided by only a narrow strait from the maiidand, 
whilst its southern extremity was separated from 
the nearest point of the headland of Plemniyrimn 
by on interval of about 1200 yards, forming the 
entrance into the Great Harbour. This last was a 
spacious bay* of above 5 miles in ciftuinlereacer 
thus forming a very nearly land-locked basin of a 
somewhat oval form, which afforded a secure shelter 
to slupping in all weather. But between the island 
■of Ortygia, and the mainland to the N. of it* was a 
deep bight or inlet, forming what was trailed the 
I^esser Port or Parity wliich, though vei>- 

ijifcrior to the other, was still equal to the ordinary" 
reqiuremcnts of ancient commerce. 

S. of the Great HarboTn" again rose the peninsular 
promontory of Pkmmyrium, forming a table-land 
bounded, like that on the N. of the bay, by pre¬ 
cipitous eacarpmmts and cliffs, though of 00 great 
elevation. Tins table-land was prolonged by an- 
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other plateau at a somewhat lo%ver level, bounding 
the southern side of the Great Harbour, and ex¬ 
tending frorn thence towards the interior. On its 
N.E. angle and opposite to the heights of Epipola:, 
stood the temple of Jupiter Olytnpius, or the 
. Olympitam, overlooking the low marshy tract which 
intervenes between the two table-hinds, and through 
which the river Anapus finds its way to the sea. 
The beautiful stream of the Cyane rises in a source 
about mile to the N. of the Olympieum, and joins 
its waters with those of the Anapus almost immedi¬ 
ately below the temple. From the foot of the hiQ 
crowned by the latter extends a broad tract of very 
low' marshy ground, extending along the inner side 
ul the Great Harbour to the walls of the city itself. 
This marshy tract, which is above a mile in breadth, 
extends towards the interior for a considerable 
distance, till it is met by the precipitous escarp- 
lucots of the great table-land of the interior. The 
proximitv of these marshes must always have been 
prejudicial to the healthiness of the situntion. But 
in every other respect the situation was admirable; 
and the prosperity of Syracuse was doubtless owing 
in a great degree to nat ural as well as polit ical causes. 
It was, moreover, celebrated for the mildness and 
serenity of its climate, it being generally asserted 
that there was no day on which the sun was not 
visible at Syracuse, 

The topographical d^ription of Syracuse as it 
existed in the days of its greatness cannot better be 
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introduced than m the words of Cicero, who has 
described it in unusuii] detaiL " You have often 
heard (^a>'S he) that Syracuse was the largest of 
all Greek cities, and the most beautiful of all cities. 
And it is so indeed. For it is both strong by its 
natural situation and striking to behold, from wliat- 
ever side it is approached, whether by land or sea* 
It has two ports, as it were, enclosed within the 
buildings of the city itself, so as to combine with it 
from every point of view, which have dificrent and 
separate entrances, but are united and conjoined 
together at the opposite extremity. The junction 
of these separates from the mainland the part of 
the town wlrich is called the Island* but this is re¬ 
united to the continent by a bridge across the nar¬ 
row strait wliich divides them. So great is the dty 
that it may be said to consist of four cities, all oi 
them of very large size; one of wdiicb is that wliich 
I luive already mentioned, the Island, which is .sur¬ 
rounded by the two ports, while it projects towards 
the mouth and entrance of each of them. In it is 
the palace of King Hieron, which is now the cus¬ 
tomary residence of our praLors, It ixmtalns, also, 
several sacred edifices, but two in particular, wliicli 
far surpass the others, one a temple of Diana, the 
oUier of Minerva, which before the arrival of Vemes 
was most higlily adorned* At the extremity of this 
island is a fountain of fresh water, which bears the 
name of Arethusa, of incredible n]agnitude> and full 
offish: this would be whoUy overflowed and covered 
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by the waves were it not separated from the sea by 
a strangly-built barrier of stone. The second city 
at Syracuse is that which is called Achradma, which 
contains a Forum of very large size* beautiful por- 
ticoeSp a most highly ornamented Prytaneunip a 
spacious Curia, and a magnificent temple of J upiter 
Olympius; not to speak of the other parts of the 
city, w^hlch are occupied by private buildini,^, being 
divided by one broad street througb its whole 
lengthp and many ernas streets. The third city is 
that which is called Tycha, because it contained a 
very ancient Temple of Fortune; in this is a verj^ 
spacious gymnasium, as well as many sacred edifices, 
and it is the quarter of the town wliich is tlic most 
thickly inhabited. The fourth city is that w'hich, 
because it was tlie last built, is named Neapolis: at 
the top of which is a the^tn? ol vast sisse; besides 
this it contains tw^o splendid temples, one of Ceres, 
the other of Libera, and a statue of Apollo, which 
is known by the name of Temenites, of great 
beauty and very large sijee, w hich Verres would not 
have hesitated to cany ofl if he had been able to 
remove it/' 

Cicero here distinctly describes the four quarters 
of Syracuse, wldcb were commonly compared to 
four separate dties. Ln later times, also, we find 
it alluded to as the quadruple city/' Others, 
however, enumerated five quarters^ as Slmbo telb 
us that it w^as formerly csxmt>o&ed of five cities ^ 
probably because the heights of Epipol^e towards 
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ihc. castle of Euryalus were at one time mha’bitcd, 
and were reckoned as a filth town. 

I- Oriygia^ more commonly kno^^m simply as 
*' the Ishind*^" the original seat of the colanyi 
iind cantinued throughout the flourishing period of 
the city to be as it were the citadel or Acropolis 
of SjTacuse, thougbi unlike most citadels, it lay 
lower tlian the rest of the city, its strength as a 
lortress being derived from its insular position* It 
is about a mile in length, by less than half a mile 
in breiidtli, and of small devatioiip though composed 
^vholly of rock, and rising perceptibly in the centre. 
There is no doubt that it tras originally an island. 
TiaturcJIy separated from the mainland, though in the 
time of Thucydides it was united with it: probably. 
lioweveTp tliis was merely effected by an artificial 
mole or <auseway, for the purpose of facilitating the 
communication with " the outer city/' as tliat on 
the myinJand u*as then called. At a later period 
it was again severed from the land, probably by 
the elder Dionysius, when he constmetod hi& great 
docks in the two ports. It was^ however, un¬ 
doubtedly always connected with the mainland by 
a bridge, or scries of bridge, as it b at the present 
day. The citadel or castle, constructcii by Diony¬ 
sius^ stood within the inland, but iinniediately front¬ 
ing the mainland, and closely adjoiuiog the docks or 
fiavatia in the Lesser Port* Its front towards the 
niainhiiidiK \diich appears to have been strongly 
fortified, was known as the Pentapylai and this 
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ijeetns to have looked directly upon the Agora or 
Forum, which we know to have been situated on the 
mainland. 

Ortygia was considered from an early time as 
conscemted to Artemis or Diana, whence Pindar 
terms it “the conch of Artemis,*' and "the sister 
of Delos." Hence one of the principal edihees in 
the island was a temple of Diana. Some remains 
of this are snpposed to be still extant in the N.E. 
comer of the modem city, wheie two columns, 
with a portion of their architrave, of the Doric 
order, are built into the wiiUs of a private house. 
Much more considerable remains are extant of the 
temple of Minerva. Tliis was one of the most 
magnificent in Sicily. Its doors, composed of gold 
and ivory, and conspicuous for their beautiful 
^vo^km3Ilship, were celebrated throughoiit the 
Grecian world; while the interior was adorned with 
numerous paintings, among which a senes repre¬ 
senting one of the battles of Agathocles was esped- 
ally celebrated- No other ancient remains are now 
extant in the island of Ortygia; but the celebrated 
fountain of Arethusa is still visibk, as described hy 
Cicero, near the southern extremity of the island, on 
its western shore. 

At the extreme point of the island, and outside 
the ancient walls, was situated a temple of the 
Olympian Juno. Of the other edihees in the island 
tlie most remarkable were the Hexccontaclinus. 
built, or at least finished, by Agathocles; the public

canaries, a building pf so massive imd lofty a. con- 

stniction as to serve the purposes of a fortress, arid 
the palace of King HicroiL No trace now remains 
of the ancient walls or works cm this side of the 
island, which have heen wholly covered and con¬ 
cealed by the modem fortifications. The remains 
of a tower are, however, visible on a shoal or rock 
near the N. angle of the modem city, which are 
pn bably those of one of the towers built by Aga- 
thocles to guard the entrance of the Lesser Harbour, 
or Port us Laccius. 

2 . /IcArnfffffd;, or " the outer city/" as it is termed 
by Thucydides, was the most important and CJtien- 
sive of the quarters of Syracuse. It consisted of 
two portions, comprismg the eastern part of the 
great triangular plateau, which extended from the 
angle of Epipola? to the sea, as well as the lower and 
mure level space which extends from the foot uf this 
table-land to the Great Harbour, and borders on the 
maisfics of Lysimelea. Tins level plmn, wddeh is 
immediately opposite to the island of Ortygiap hiis a 
rocky soil, of the same limestone with the table- 
Lind above, of which it is as it were a hjwer step. 
Hence the city, as soon as it extended itself beyond 
the limits of the island, spread at once over this 
area^ but not content with this, the Lnlmbitfmts 
occupied the part of the table-land above it nearest 
the sea, wliich is partly separated by a cross valley 
or depreSu^on from the upper part of the plateau, or 
the heights of Epipola^ Hence this part of the city 
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■whs of considerable natural strength, and scenes to 
have been early fortified by a \tall. 

Of the buildings noticed by Cicero as still adorn¬ 
ing Acliradina in his day there are scarcely any 
vestiges; but the greater part of them wero cer* 
tainly situated in the lower quarter, nearest to the 
island and the two ports. Tiie Forum or Agora was 
apparently directly opposite to the Pentapyla or 
fortified entrance of the island; it was surrounded 
with porticoes by the elder Dionysius. The Temple 
of Jupiter Olyrapius also adjoined the Agora. The 
Piytaneum, which was most ricldy adorned, and 
among its chief ornaments possessed a celebrated 
statue of Sappho, was probably also situated in the 
neighbourhood of the Agora; as was certainly the 
Timoleonteum, or monument erected to the memory 
of Tunoleon. The splendid sepulchral monument 
which had been erected by the younger Dionj'siiis 
in memory of his fatlier, but was destroyed after hie 
own expulsion, seems to have stood in front of the 
Pcntapyla, opposite the entrance of the citadel. 
The only other ruins now visible in this quarter of 
the city are some remains of Roman baths of little 
importance. But beneath the surface of the soil 
there exist extensive catacombs, constituting a 
complete necropolis. There exist, also, at two 
points on the slope of the hill of Achradina, exten¬ 
sive quarries hewn in the rocks. 

Traces of the ancient walls of Achradina, crowning 
the low cliffs wliich bound it towards the sea, may 
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be fouiui from distance to distance along the whole 
lice extending from the qtiames of the Cappuccini 
round to the little bay or cove of Ski Panagia at the 
NAV. angle of the plateatL 
3* Tycha, so called, as we are told by Cicero* 
from itu containing an ancient and celebrated 
Temple of Fortune^ was situated on the plateau 
or tableland W* of Achradma^ and adjoining the 
northern face of the clifrs looking towards Megara. 
Tycha probably grew up niter the great wall 
erected by Dionysius along the northern edge of 
the plateau had completely secured it from attack. 
Its position is clearly shown by the stattmifnt of 
Livy; that IfaicelluSj alter he had forced the Hexa- 
pylirni and seated the heights, established his crarnp 
Tycha and NeapoliSp with the view of carry¬ 
ing on his assaults upon Achradina. It is evident 
therefore that the two quarters were not contiguous, 
but that a considerable extent of the tabledand W. 
of Achradina was still unoccupied, 

4.^ NeapoiiSt or the New Cityp waSp as its name 
implied* the last quarter of Syracuse which was 
inhabitedi though the New To^vn seems to have 
eventually grown up into one of the most splendid 
portions of the dty. In the time of Cicero, Neapolis 
had spread itself over the whole of the southern slope 
of tlie table-Iandp which here forms a kind of second 
step or nnderfaU, rising considerably above the low’ 
grounds beneath, though still separated from the 
heights af Toueuitis by a second line of cliff or 
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abrupt declivity. The tuune of Temenitis for the 
district on the height seems to have been lost, or 
merged in that of Neapblis, which was gradual]}- 
applied to the whole of this, quarter of the city. 
But the name was retained by the adjorning gate, 
which was called the TemenitM Gate, and seems 
to have been one of the principal entrances to Urj 
city. 

Of the buildings described by Cicero as pri^tiny 
in Neapqlis. the only one still extant is the theatre 
which he Justly extols for its lai|;e size. It is not 
less than 440 feet in diameter, and appears to have 
had 60 rows of seats, so that it coiild have accoiiuno- 
dated no less than 24,000 persons. 

Near the theatre have been disrovered the re¬ 
mains of another monument, an altar raised on 
Steps anil a pkitfoim not less than 640 feet in letigtli 
by 60 in breadth. A little lower down are tho 
remains of an ampliitheatre, a structure wliich 
undoubtedly belongs to the Roman colony. No 
traces have beOn discovered of the temples of Ceres 
and Libera or Proserpine on the height above. 
Immediately adjoining the theatre are extensive 
quarries. 

5. Epipola was the name originally given to the 
upper piiri of the table-land which slopes gradually 
from its highest point towards the sea. Us form is 
that of a tolerably regular triangle, having its vertex 
at Euryalus, and its base formed by the western wall 
of Achradina. The name is always used by Thucy- 
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dides in this sense, as including the whole tipper 
fjart of the plateau, and was doubtless so employed 
as long as the space was uninhabited; but as the 
suburbs of Tycha and Temenitis gradually spread 
themselves over a consideiahle part of the heights* 
the name oi Epipohe came to be applied in a more 
restricted sense to that portion only which was 
nearest to the vertex of the triangle. No vestiges 
of any ancient buddings remain within the walls: 
but the line of these may be distinctly traced along 
the top o! the cliflfs which bound the table-land both 
towards the N, and the S.; in many places two or 
, tluw courses of the masonry remain: but the most 
important ruins are those at the angle or vertex of 
the triangle* where a spot named MongibeUisi is still 
crowned by the ruins of the ancient castle or fort of 
Efiryalus. The mins in question afford one of the 
l>e5t examples extant of an ancient fortress or 
castle, designed at once to serve as a species of citadel 
^ind to secure the approach to Epipolse from this 
quarter* 

The main entrance to the city was by a double 
gate, flanked nn both sidt^ by walls Eind towers, 
mth a smaller postern or sally-port a little to the 
right of itp The fortress itself was an irregular 
quadrangle, projecting about ago yards beyond 
the approach to the gate, and fortified by strong 
towers of solid masonry with a deep ditch cut in the 
rock in front of it* to w-hich a number of subter¬ 
raneous passages gave access from within. These

passages, communicating tlic fort above by 
namow openings and stairs, were evidently designed 
to facilitate the sallies of the besieged without 
exposing the fortress itself to peril. 

THEBffi 

Thebae {or Thebes) stood on one of the hills of Mt, 
Teamessus, which divides southern Bceotja into two 
distinct parts, the northern being the plain of Thebes 
and the soutlicm the valley of the Asopus. As Beeotia 
lies between two seas, the founders of Thebes chose a 
spot in the centre of the country, where water was 
very plentiful, and where the nature of the ground 
was admirably adapted for defence. The fiill upon 
which the town stands rises about 150 feet above 
the plain, and lies about 2 miles northward of the 
liighest part of the ridge. It is bounded on the E. 
and W, hy two small rivers, distant from each other 
about 6 or 7 stadia, and w'liich run in such deep 
ravines as to form a natnrsil defence on dther side 
of the city. These rivers, whicli rise a little S, of 
the dty, and flovr northward into the plain of 
Thebes, are the celebrated streams of Ismenus and 
Dime. Between them Sow's a smaller Etream, which 
divided the city into two parts, the western division 
containing the Cadmea. and the southern the hill 
Ismenius and the Ampheon. Both the Ismenus 
and Dirce, though so celebrated in antiquity, are 
nothing but torrents, which are only full of water in 
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the winter after heavy rains. The Tsmetais is the 
eastern and the Dirce the western stream. Though 
tlie position of Thebes and of its celebrated streams 
is certjiin, almost every point connected with its 
topography is more or less doubtful^ Not a single 
trice of im ancient bdilding remains; and vnth the 
exception of a few scattered remains of architecture 
and sculpturej and some fragments of the aneknt 
wa!h*, there is nothing but the site to indicate where 
tlie anefent city stood. 

The city was divided into tw'o parts hy the torrent 
Strophia, of which the western Jialf between the 
Stropfiia and the Dirce was the Cadmea, whde the 
eastern hall between the Strophia and the Ismenus 
was tlie low'er city said to have been added by 
Amphion and Zethns. The Cadmea is again 
divided by a slight depression near the fountain of 
Dirce and the Crensean gate into two hUls, of w hich 
the larger and the higher one to the S. was the acro¬ 
polis proper^ while the northern hiU formed the agora 
of the acropolis. The eastern half of th& city was 
also divided between the Stropbia and the Isnicmis 
mto two parts^ of w'hich the soutlicrn consisted of 
the hill Ismenius^ and the northern of sevcnil minor 
eminences, known under the general nsime of Am- 
pheon. ^schylus describes the tomb of Amphion 
as standing near the northern gate. Hence Thebes 
consisted of four parts, two belonging to tlie aero- 
poliSp and two to the lower city, the former being 
the acropolis proper and the agora of the acropolis^ 
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juid the latter being the hill Ismeiiiua and the 
Ampheon. 

Pausanias, leaving PoUii.'e. entered Tliebes on the 
S* by the Gate Electro, before which he noticed 
the Polyandrium, or tomb of the Thebans who fell 
fighting against Alexander. Upon entering the city 
through the Gate Electee,he notices the hiU Isniemns, 
sacred to Apollo, named from the river Ismenus 
llou’ing by it. Upon the hill was a temple of Apollo, 
containing scverxil monmnents enumerated by 
Pausanias. Above the I&mcninm. Pausanias 
noticed the fountain ol the Ismenus, sacred to 
Ares, and guarded by a drag^m. 

Next Pau&anias, beginning again from the Gate 
Elcctrse, turns to the left and enters the Cadmea. 
He does not mention the acropolis by name, but it b 
evident from the list of the monunieiits which he 
gives that he was in the Cadmea. He enumerates 
the house of Amphitryon, containing the bed¬ 
chamber of AJetnena, said to have b^n the work 
of Troplioniua and Agamedes; a monument of the 
children of Hercules by Megara; the stone called 
Sophnonisterr the temple of Hercules; and, near it, 
a gjrninasiurn and stadium, both bearing the name 
of this god: and above the Sophiom'stcr an xdtar of 
Apollo Spodius. 

Pausanias nest came to the depression between 
the acropolis and the agora of the Cadmea where he 
noticed an altar and statue of Athena, bearing the 
Phrenician surname of Onga, or Ouca according to 
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other authorities* and said to have been dedicated 
by Cadmus. 

In the agora oi the Cadmea the house of Cadmus 
is said to have atoodt and in this place were shown 
ruins of the bedchamber of HiLTmonia and Semele; 
statues of Dionysus, of Pronomus, the celebrated 
musician p and of Epaniinondas; a temple of Am¬ 
mon* the place where Tirtjsias observed the flight of 
birds; a temple of Fortune: tliree wooden statues 
of Aphrodite, with the surnames of Urania, Pande' 
mus, and Apostrophia; and a temple of Demeter 
Thesmophonis. 

Crossing the torrent Strophia* PauBanias saw near 
tlie Gate Prcetidcs the theatre with the temple of 
Dionysus. In this part of the city* the followdiig 
monuments are mentioned by Pausanias: rtiins of 
the house of Lycus and a monument of Semde; 
mnnuinents of the children of Amphion: a temple 
of Artemis Euclea* and, near it, statues of Apollo 
Bo^omius and of Hermes Agor^us; the funeral 
pile of the children of Amphionj distant half a 
stadium from their tombs; two statues of Athena 
Zosteria; and the monument of Zethus and Am* 
phioDp being a mound of earth. 
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THERMOPYLAE (or simply PYL£) 

That is, the Hot Gates or the GaUSf a celebrated 
aarrow pass, leading from Tht’Ssaly into Locris, 
and the only road by which an enemy can penetrate 
from northern into southern Greece. It by between 
Mt, (Eta and an inaccessible morass, forming the 
edge of the Maliac gulf. In the time of Herodotus 
the river Speichius flowed into the sea in an 
easterly direction at the to\vn of Anticyra, consider¬ 
ably W. of the pass. Twenty stadia E. of the 
Sperchius was another river, called Dyras, and 
.again, 20 stadia further, a third river, named Melas, 

5 stadia from wluch was the city Traehis. Between 
the mountains where Traehis stands and the sea the 
plain is widest. Still further E, was the Asopus, 
issuing from a rocky gorge, and E. again is a small 
stream, named Pheenix, flowing into the Asopus. 
From the Pheenix to TJiermopylm the distance, 
Herodotus says, is 15 stadia. Near the united 
streams of the Pheenix and the Asopus. Mt, (Eta 
approached so close to the morass of the gulf as 
to leave space for only a single carri^e. In the 
inunediate vicinity of the pass is the town of 
Anthela, celebrated for the temples of Amphictyon 
and of the Amphictyonic Demeter, containing seats * 
for the members of the Amphictyonic council, who 
held here their autumnal meetings. At Anthela 
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Ml. Oiti nzcedes a little from the sea, leaving a 
plain a little mare than hall a mile in breadth, but 
again contracts near Alpeni, the first to'ivn of the 
Lacrians, where the space is again only sufficient for 
a single carriage. At this pass were some hot 
springs, which were consecrated to Hercules, and 
were called, by the natives Chytri or the Pans, on 
account of the cells here prepared for the batheiS- 
AcroBs this pass the Pliocians had in ancient times 
built a wall to defend their country against the 
attacks of the Thesirlians, and had let loose the hot 
water, so as to render the pass impracticable. It 
appears from this description that the proper Tlicr- 
mopylEE was the narrow pass near the Locrian town 
of Alpcni: but the name was also applied in general 
to the whole passage Irom the mouth of the Asopus 
to Alpeni. Taking the term in ihis acceptation, 
Thermopylffi consisted of the trvo narrow openings, 
with a plain between them rather more than a mile 
in length iind about half a mile in breadth. Herodo¬ 
tus describes the path as beginning at the gorge of 
the Asopus, passing over the crest of the mountain, 
and terminating near Alpeni and the rock called 
Melamp^'gus, and the seats of the Cercopes. where 
the road is tianowest. The history of the defence 
of Thermopyls by Leonidas is too well knowm to 
re(|uire to be related here. The wall of the Phocians, 
which Leonidas repaired, was probably built a little 
eastward of the hot springs, Wlien the Spartan 
king learnt that Hydames was descending in his 
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nsar, he advanced beyond th^ wall into the widest 
part of the pass^ resolved to sell his life as dearly as 
possible. Upon the arrival of Hydames, the Gr^ks 
retired behind the walh and took np thoir position 
upon a hill in the pass, where a stone lion was after¬ 
wards erected in honour of Leonidas. 
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
